(lo into Hic old State House. l ying there 
in one corner ainoi g the other relics of Pos­ 
ton's former pride are a complete set of the 
tiles of tho Boston C< inmercial and Ship­ 
ping List, a paper edited for many years by 
Boston’s present Mayor abd devoted exclu­ 
sively to the shipping interests of this port. 
Pall out a file for. say the year 1858, 30 
years back, when this country wa under 
an exceedingly low tariff. On opening tho 
tile at random in that year, here is the first 
summary of the ships iviug along the 
wharves of Boston < a that day;

This is the record of what excessive war 
tariffs have done for Boston shipping since 
1801. On the 27th of July, 185P, there lay 
along our bu y wharves 257 vessels, and on 
Hie 25th of July. 1885, 20 years later, atter 
the country had more than doubled in 
population, there were but 127 vessels in 
port. 
The steamers, ships, barks aud brigs may 
lie fairly taken to represent the foreign 
commerce of Boston, and on this basis her 
foreign trade went down from 183 bottoms 
in 1859 to 66 in 1885. 
Ho down to Long wharf, T wharf, where 
crowds of East India ships once lay; to 
India wharf, Lewis w harf and others. See 
the grand wareluffises, built as though they 
mere to last for centuries. 
How are they now? 
Comparatively empty aud deserted. 
See the dilapidated docks, almost empty 
of shipping. The hand of decay is upon 
everything in that locality that was once 
Boston’s ch efest pride. 
And yet I ss than 50 years ago the num­ 
bers of tho merchant ships of the United 
States stood next to those of Great Britain. 
For the week ending July 15.1859, tho 
imports coming into tho port of Boston were 
valued at $1,357,252, and Hie exports were 
nearly to tho same amount. About 75 per 
:ent. of this carrying was done in American 
lh ps, and the American flag Boated every­ 
where. Now scarcely above 15 per cent, of 
She for ign trade oi Boston is in American 
ihips. 
Even a ship built abroad with American 
sapital dare.not carry American goods, ex­ 
cept it sneak around the world Tinder a for­ 
seen Bag. for it would bo taxed ruinously in 
bulk otherwise. 
This is the state of things that has come 
shout since the Republican party, taking 
advantage of the misfortune of our civil 
war. sur e eded in nutting the tariffs on the 
raw materials of which ships are con­ 
structed up to Knell a figure that it was 
more pro tab e to build ships abroad and 
sail them under an alien Bag than to build 
tin in at lit me. 
In vain was tho cry for free ships that 
went up to Congress, till finally our mer­ 
chants gave up and suffeied our carrying 
ti ado to be absorbed by foreigners. 
Of fre'ght money amounting to $150,000,- 
000, who h our merchants pay for ocean 
carrying, only .about $25,000,000 goes to 
American ships and sailors. 
High protection on raw material taxes ny 
$150,000,090 for freight money, to fill the 
pockets of foreigner s. 
Is this c< ml t ion of things not calculated 
to make patriotic Americans blush? 
Nobody wants ijee trade or asks for it, but 
is it asking too much that the American 
Bat I e put back on tho seas, throng!! such 
reduction of the lax on raw materials as 
will enable, us to carry our own produ Is, 
build our own ships and resume the proud 
rani; that w * once had on the high seas 
among tlie nations of the earth?

H o w tho P r e j p n t T a r i f f F a v o r s the 
i i ic i; a u d t i r t m l s t ho P o o r . 
Every man has his own opinions on the 
jreneial merits of the tariff question. Be- 
tween high j refection i ad LYV protection 
there are many men of many minds. 
But upon one point all men are agreed, 
viz., that taxes io levied, iii the very terms 
of the statute, that they impose one meas­ 
ure upon the. poor man and another upon 
tile rich, are null aud void in equity, and 
are fundament* ly illegal. 
We propose to show that in one article at 
least the exi.stii g tariff schedule imposes 
just such a discriminating tax. and that 
Article is one of universal necessity. It is 
jlothing> 
Tho first annual re; ort of Colonel Oar- 
joll I). Wright as United States labor 
jommisKiouer was issued in 188C. It is upon 
"industrial Depress one” 
In tile investigations looking to their 
causes, tables are produced which prove as 
plainly as Hie simplest figures can prove 
anything, that the exist ng tariff schedule 
of duties on dress goods is almost as open a 
discrimination against the poor as though 
the purflbse bad been stated in direct terms. 
Imported dress goods, such as constitute 
ordinary wearing apparel for both rich and 
poor of both sexes, are taxed in a very 
peculiar way. 
Goods of this class form the largest single 
Item rn the importations of woollens into 
the United states. The finer grades of 
woollen cloths are only made to a very lim­ 
ited entent in this country, owing to the 
absurd duties on raw wool, and even the 
{beaner grades of foreign woollens cannot 
ce duplicated hero at a profit from the 
same cause. 
Sssartod 
cloths ate divided into two 


classes in the tariff schedule, those costing 
more than 80 cents per pound and those 
cost ng less than 80. 
Those costing less than 80 cents a 
pound are burdened with both a specific 
and ad valorem duty, amounting in the 
aggregate to 89.84 per cent. 
But those 
costing more than 80 cents a pound, no 
m atter bow high the cost may go, are only 
taxed to tne extent of 68.91 per cent. 
The following table expresses the nub of 
the m atter in brief:

It is thus seen on the very face of the 
m atter that an unjust discrimination is 
made against the grades of goods worn by 
tile middle and poorer classes. 
But this is only a amati fraction of the in­ 
equality that lies concealed beyond. 
Rec­ 
ollect that there is a sharp angle drawn at 
•ti. e po ut of 8 0 cents per pound. 
Though goods might be so fine as to cost 
,810 a pound, the rich man's duty is not in­ 
creased. But though the foor man may be 
compelled to wear miserable goods worth 
only lo cents a pound, his duty is not 
lowered. 
It must be plain that the t eal burden to 
the consumer is expressed by the ratio of 
the duty to ttie cest abroad. Now let us 
take one example, as diawn from Colonel 
W right's ample tables 
of the cost of 
various grades of woollen cloths abr ad. 
For instance, west of England broadcloth, 
worn by the very rich, costs at tho factory 
$3.60 per yard. The total specific and ad 
valorem duty is $1.82. The percentage of 
duty, then. on the price of tho cloth is 50.3. 
On the same basis of cost abroad at the 
factory let us now take cotton warp reversi­ 
ble goods, such as are worn by the poor. 
The price is 45 cents a yard, and the per­ 
centage of duty to cost is I ko.7. 
W hat can be plainer, then, than that the 
poor man who is compelled to wear cloth 
cost ng 45 cents a yar^ is taxed three tunes 
as heavily as W illiam B. A sto r or An­ 
d re w C a r n e g i e , who buys west of Eng­ 
land broadcloth and has it made up by a 
fashionable English tailor? 
Go through the whole list, of imported 
cloths and the same result appears. A man 
is taxed under our absurd woollen goods 
schedule, not according to his means ami 
what he gets, but in proportion to lits want 
of moans and what lie does not get. 
Colonel W r ig h t was deeply sensible of 
the glaring injustice of this scheme, and 
classed ii among tho most outrageous of 
his "Tariff Inequalities.” His very sensible 
position is that "the adjustment of rates of 
duty on manufactured goods should be in 
accordance wit ii the labor cost of produc­ 
tion. ii the duties are to be continued.” He 
plainly states that, "the cheaper the gjods 
at the factory tile greater Hie proportional 
increment of duty.” In straight, hard-pan 
English, the poorer the man the (/renter the 
tar. 
The Republican party has mor£ than once 
promised to correct this flagrant inequality 
of taxation, but showed its sincerity by 
actually increasing it in 1883. 
In Hie face of this monstrously unjust 
schedule, Congressman J ohn D. Long, 
standing in a suit of costly imported goods 
on the platform of Tremont Temple, so far 
compromised Ins usual dignity of speech as 
to call tho tariff reformers by opprobrious 
names, at Hie same time urging the Repub­ 
licans to stand by every part of the Chicago 
platform. Ignoring this injustice of unequal 
taxation on imported woollens, he chose 
rather to argue at length for the abolition 
of the tax on whiskey. 
It is for insisting upon tho removal of such 
unequal and fundamentally unjust taxation 
that tariff reformers are 
called 
"free­ 
traders.” 
Can it be possible that workingmen will 
be blinded by calumny in nlace of argu­ 
ment, while they are being compelled to 
pay three times as heavy a duty proportion­ 
ally on their scanty winter clothes as rich 
Republicans who deceive them in suits of 
west of England broadcloth, English all- 
wool Moscow', and other expensive tog­ 
gery? 
W e guess not. ______

tions. It is Hie almost uniform rule that 
the present tariff taxes very heavily the 
articles of necessity, that are used by large 
numbers of people, and spares the luxuries, 
me J only or chiefiy by the wealthy.

Berlin, Oct. 13.—Tho North German Ga­ 
zette says: "The splendid reception given 
to Em j oror William in Rome makes the 
heart of every German patriot l eat laster. 
The mere brilliancy of Hie reception counts 
for little. It is tho warmth of the personal 
greeting of King Humbert and tho Italian 
or noes and ti e cheers of the people, actu­ 
ated by the utmost pitch of enth. siasm, 
that claim attention. The homage of tho 
masses, undisturbed by a single untoward 
incident, is more eloquent than tho most 
elaborate explanations.” 
A despatch to the London Chronicle from 
Rome says, “The interview between the 
To; e ana Emperor William was a cordial 
one. The Emperor assured the Pope that 
he would adhere to a conservative policy in 
politics and social mid rel g ous alia rs. 
Tile Pope repl cd that in security and 
grandeur. Germany w ould gain much if the 
liberty of the Catholic church aud the in­ 
dependence of the papacy iii Germany were 
more effectually guaranteed. He said also 
that it was necessary in the interests of 
European civilization 
that the Roman 
question should be settled satisfactorily. 
The Pope was p’.easeu with Emperor Wil­ 
liam’s remarks.” 
The Rome correspondent of tho London 
Times says: "The general opinion is tHat 
the visit of Emperor William has no pos­ 
sible significance relative to the temporal 
power of the Pope. But the Emperor can­ 
not ail to have been favorably impressed 
by the Pope’s personality. This may lead to 
a more friendly att tune in future contin­ 
gencies. I am convinced by ge oral infor­ 
mation that no political r suits will be ob­ 
tained from today’s coil des es.'

Radical Chances in the French Con­ 
stitution, 


P a r i s , Get. 14.—The Temps today gives 
an outline of Premier Floquet’s rev sion 
bill. The Senate and Chantier of Deputies 
a e to be renewed by thirds biennially. 
The Council of State is to have wider 
powers, and the members are to be elected 
by tho Chamber. Tho Senate shall lr ve 
the right of suspensive veto for at most two 
years, and as regards financial bills shall 
nave only the right of remonstrance, en 
tailing a second debate in tho Cham bor. It 
Simi be the President’s right to dissolve 
the Chamber of Deputies. Min sters shall 
only bo obliged to resign on a solemn decla­ 
ration in tho Chamber that they have lost 
the nation’s confidence. 


Let it be remembered that it is the rule, 
and not Hie exception, for the tariff thus to 
tax Hie poor m an’s necessaries highly, that 
the rich man’s luxuries may escape free or 
with a low rate. 
The Mills bill proposes to correct, in a 
measure, this glaring injustice. 
The prime necessaries of life in this coun­ 
try are breadstuffs, meat, cotton, wool aud 
lumber. It would be useless lo try to do 
anything with the first three, for they are I 
produced here in such quantities as en- j 
tireiy to fill the home demand, aud leave a I 
large surplus for export, consequently the 
tariff cannot affect them one way or the 
other. The Mills bill puts wool aud lumber 
on the free list. 'I bis would leave Ameri­ 
can consumers free to buy these two prune 
neci ssaries either of Americans or of for­ 
eigners, whichever they may find most con­ 
venient. aud most profitable. 
Observe the contrast between the two 
policies. 
The old war-tarilf policy taxes 
these two articles heavily; the Mills bill, in 
the interest of the masses of the people, 
makes them free of tax. 
Thus tar wro have taken it for granted 
that the tariff would be ast and right, as 
i let ween rich and poor, if it only taxed them 
both at the i-ame rate. That is an idea 
which springs from the fact that cities and 
towns are supposed to tax property equally; 
charging the same rate on the working­ 
man's cottage as on the milliounaire’s pal­ 
ace. But let us look at this idea more 
closely. 
It may bo right to put the rich and Hie 
poor on the same basis for direct taxation, 
such as is represented in tho yearly tax 
bills. The man who has saved $1000 and 
gut it into a house is perhaps as well able to 
pay hts $15 as another Is to pay $150 oil a 
$10,000 house. 
But with Hie indirect taxes, represented 
by tho inert ased cost of goods resulting 
from the tariff, it is different. 
The tariff taxes are taxes based not upon 
possess on. but upon consumption. 
They tax a man not according to what he 
has, like other taxes, but according to what

— Following is 
Judge Thurman s letter of acceptance: 
COLUMIU'*, (>., Oct. 12. 1888. 
Hon. Patrick A. Collins and others, com­ 
mittee; 
G e n t l e m e n In obedience to custom I 
send you this formal acceptance of my 
nomination for the office of vice president 
of tho I nited State*, made by the national 
convention of tho Democratic party at St. 
I A) is. 
When you did mo the honor to call upon 
me at Columbus and officially notify me of 
my nomination, I expressed to you my sense 
of obligation to the convention, and stated 
that although I had not sought the nomina­ 
tion I did not feel at liberty under the cir­ 
cumstances to decline it. 
I thought then, as I still think, that what­ 
ever I could properly do to promote the re 
0 ection of President Cleveland I ought to 
do. His administration hasbeen marked 
by such integrity, good sense, manly cour­ 
age and exalted patriotism that a ust ap­ 
preciation of these high qualities seems to 
call for his re election 
tam also strongly 
impressed with the belief that his re-elec­ 
tion would powerfully tend to strengthen 
that feeling of fraternity among tire Ameri­ 
can people that is so essential to their wel­ 
fare. peace and happiness, and to the pros­ 
perity of the union of our free institutions. 
I approve tho platform of the St. Louis 
convention, and I (annot too strongly ex­ 
press my dissent from tho heretical teach­ 
ing* of the monopolists that the welfare of 
a people can bo promoted by a system of 
exorbitant taxation far in excess of the 
wants oi tho government The idea that ii 
people can he enriched by heavy and un­ 
necessary taxation, that a m an’s condition 
can bo improved by taxing him on all ho 
woars, on all iiis wife and children wear, on 
alibis tools and implements of industry is 
an obvious absurdity. 
To fiil the vaults of tho treasury with an 
idle surplus for which the government lins 
no legitimate use, and to thereby deprive 
the people of currency needed for their 
business and daily wants, and to create a 
powerful and dangerous stimulus to ex­ 
travagance and corruption iii the expendi­ 
tures of the government, sem is to me to be 
a policy at variance with every sound prin­ 
ciple of government and of political econ- 
1 my. 
The necessity of reducing taxation to 
prevent such an accumulation of surplus 
revenue ami the consequent depletion of 
the circulating medium is so apparent that 
no party dares to deny it: but when wo 
come to consider tho modes by winch tho 
reduction may lie made we find a wide an­ 
tagonism 
between our 
party ana tho 
monopolistic leaders of our political oppo­ 
nents. 
We seek to reduce taxes upon the neces­ 
saries of life. Our opponents seek to iu 
crcasc them. We say, give to tho masses of 
the people cheap and good clothing, cheap 
blankets, cheap tools arid cheap lumber. 
The Republicans by their platform and 
their leaders in tho Senate, by their pro­ 
posed bill, say increase tho taxes on cloth­ 
ing aud blankets and thereby increase their 
cost; maintain a high duty on the tools of 
the farmer aud mechanic and upon tile 
lumber which they need for the construct ion 
of their modest dwellings, shops and barns, 
and thereby prevent their obtaining these 
necessities at reasonable uncos. 
Can any sensible man doubt as to where 
he should stand in this controversy? Can 
any well-mfi rmed mail bo deceived by the 
false pretence that a system so unreasona­ 
ble aud unjust is for the benefit of laboring 
men? 
Much is said about competition of Ameri­ 
can laborer* with the pauper labor of Eu­ 
rope; but does not every man who looks 
around him seo anti know that an immense 
majority of the laborers in America are not 
^gaffed in what are called the protected 
mdustries, and as to those who are em­ 
ployed in such industries is it not undenia­ 
ble that the duties proposed by the Demo­ 
cratic measure called tho Mills bill far ex­ 
ceed tho difference I etween American and 
European wages, and that t ’ orefore, if it 
were admitted that our workingmen eau 
be protected by tariffs against cheaper 
labor, they would bo fully protected, and 
more than protected, by that bill? 
Does not every well informed man know 
that tho increase in price of homo manufac­ 
tures produced by a high tariff docs not go 
into Hie pockets of laboring men, but only 
tends to swell tho profits of others? 
It seems to me that if the policy of tho 
Democratic party is plainly presented a1! 
must understand that we seek co make tho 
cost of living less, and at the same time in­ 
crease tho share of the laboring mail in ti ie 
benefits of national prosperity anil growth.

AWFUL DISASTER. 


An Excursion Train Tele­ 
scoped and Forty Killed. 


Heartrending Srenes of Death Among 


Women and Children. 


A Pennsylvania Town in Mourning Oveff 


the Sad Event 


The story of the disaster on the Lehigh 
Valley railroad at Mud Hun, Penn., on 
W edncsday night, as told by an official, is 
as foil. wa: 
"Eighty-seven cur loads of 
people attended the parade at Ha eiton 
from Wilkosbarre.Scranton,Carbondale arni 
other places. There were eight sections of 
the train, and these followed passenger 
train No. 12. with order* to run IO minute* 
apart. 
These 
orders 
were 
also 
de­ 
livered to telegraph 
operator* 
at 
all 
signal stations. The seventh section cann* 
to Mud Run ahead of tune, and was stopped 
until IO minutes expired. The danger sig­ 
nal wa* displayed at the station, and th® 
rear brakeman was sent back as an addi­ 
tional protection. Section seven lay a short 
distance beyond the station. Number eight 
came thundering along, anil the brakem an 
gave tire engineer the signal to stop. Ho 
failed to heed it and dashed by the signal. 
The train plunged on. disregarded the sig­ 
nal at tire station, and the awful disaster 
followed. The last train was tilled w ith 
people from Uharbondale. 
From unanimous testimony of eye-wit- 
nesscs, it is found that Jam es llam gan. the 
rear brakeman of the train, known as sec­ 
tion four, w a s swinging the danger signal at 
least 209 feet one man says 1000 feet— 
from the rear of that train. The red signal 
was out at the station also, and red light* at 
the rear of the ears. The on-coniing train, 
with its immense hum an freight, was 
slackened a lit, ie in response to the signals, 
but just then Conductor Keithline cla m* 
be heard two whistles from the forward see- 
ti n a . a signal to goahead. H etheiefore 
gave tire signal to his engineer to go on. 
When but 50 feet away from the section 
ahead. Engineer < !ook aud Fireman Gal­ 
lagher saw the danger. 
The lever wa* 
partly ro\ creed, but ti was too late. 
Tire funeral train arrived in Wi Ikes barre 
at c pi) Thursday evening, bearing 57 dead 
bodies, all but it) of which had been ldenti- 
tied. As tire train drew up to tho vVtlkes- 
barre ilepo; it took a dozen policemen to 
keep back the frantic crowd of friends anil 
relatives who bad come from Scranton and 
Pleasant I alley to meet their dead. 
A 
special c >aoh ltad been provided for these 
friend*, but they insisted on entering the 
ear* containing the dead, and were only 
stopped by force and tho efforts of five 
priests, who were on the train. One body 
wa* removed from tire cars at W ilke*barre. 
Tire train then continued on its wav up 
tire 
Delaware .V Hudson road to Min­ 
ers' Mills and Scranton. 
Later, frantic 
men in search ot in ss ng friends broke 
down the door* of the cars. and began a 
Mantic e reb for their beloved ones. At 
Miners Mills tne train stopped to leave the 
body of Jam es Flynn. It was as the train 
drew ud at Pleasant Valley thfft the most 
heat trending scene* were enacted. Ropes 
had Peen stretched ab ret the depot, anil 
guards kent the immense throngs back. 
Tire sliri ks and screams of stricken friends 
and iclat 'e s were pitiful in the extreme. 
It is sa d that the wrecked cars belonged 
to the Ventral railway of New Ae sey. and 
were very light, and therefore incapable of 
standing any shock. The accident, it is 
estimated, will cost tho t.ohigb Valley Rail­ 
road Company $1,990,000.

N ew York, Oct. IL — Amos Robbins, one 
of the founders of Fulton m arket, wire w ith 
Iii* brother Eli first engaged in the dressed 
poultry business, died at bis home. 131 
Remsen street. Brooklyn, at m idnight 
Thursday, after a short illness. He was 
sci od with a stroke of apoplexy Sunday 
last, aud although lie recovered sufficiently 
to take a carriage rule AVednesday, he had 
a second attack Thursday, which resulted 
in his death. 
Mr. Robbins was born in West Cambridge, 
Mas*., m December, 1817. His father was 
a poor fanner, who died when Amos was 
quite young, ami the boy went to work for 
his brother Nathan, who was a poulterer rn 
Uaneuil Hall market. Boston. In 1836 he 
cam to New I ork and established himself 
in Fulton market. When the Astor House 
was first opened he supp ied its table with 
game anil poultry, and this gave him a 
start iii business. Afterward Ids brother 
Eli came to Ni w York, and the brothers 
formed a partnership. 
They soou after 
wont into the business of selling dressed 
poultry and amassed un immense fortune. 
Eli tiled several years ago. leaving an 
estate worth several millions of dollars, ami 
the estate of Amos is e tiolated to bt* even 
larger. 
The firm was k in ,wa throughout 
tire I nited States and also in Europe, as 
they furnished large quantities of poultry 
and game to t ire European markets. 
During tile war Amos Robbins sent to tho 
Union soldiers $5000 in ca-ti and 50.000 
turkeys and chicken*. In inst! his associ­ 
ates in Fulton m arket gave him a compli­ 
mentary dinner at I Hdmonico’s to celebrate 
bis fiftieth anniversary in Fulton m arket. 
There were over 2oO guests pr sent and 
speed re* were made bv Mayor W hitney of 
Brooklyn and other prominent personage*.

T H E A P I A R Y . 


f r o p ir iit r B om Par W in ter Q uarter*. 
Thin work in better besan as early as the 
first of Septem ber, and should never be put 
off later than th e first of 0< tober. P u rin s 
Ausu t and Sei.tem ber, if little or no honey 
ran bcaathercd, m any qtieent-entirely cea*te 
laying, and when w inter comes on such 
r doilies are stocked w ith old bops, which 
m ust die in large q u o in rn before sprint?. 
Bees th a t ale hatched Suring th e autum n 
m ouths are th e only available Mock to w ith ­ 
stand the w inter. 
Ii the sw arm s are ionnd 
w thorn brood, thev should be fed a sm all 
portion delft' to indue.' bro id rearing. Sus­ 
pension of brood rearing occurs w ith colo­ 
nies. w hether they have a heavy or I ght 
supply of honey, and the only way in which 
we can secure a force of young bees at this 
tim e of year is by this stim ulative feeding. 
Usually one gill to one hall pint of syrup 
daily is KUtticient for this purpi»se. Feeding 
may continue a week or ten nays. if the col­ 
ony have abundant Mores to carry them 
through the w inter; if not. they should be 
fed carle and more heavily. It may be giv­ 
en them a s Iii h rally a s thev can store it a way, 
until lucy h av en sufficient supply tor food 
during the winter. Bees should not be dis- 
tu rie d 'luring the w inter by feeding or 
otherw ise. It should b edene early, during 
V an n went® er, so as to give the bees an op­ 
portunity to v a 1 H over before cold weath* r. 
I Ate feeding is tho cause of m uch unsealed 
honey in the hive. This is an unwholesome 
ti et. sir th e m oisture arising (rom the bees 
in cold wt sn i»etcondenses it and it becomes 
diluted. 
This produces dysentery, 
the 
dreaded Wint. r disease of hies. 
Kverv colony should have 2f»or .'to pounds 
of good s. sled boney to carry it through the 
v intei properly. The only feed we would 
recom m end is granulated sugar, thorough­ 
ly m elted by adding a little w ater and 
Fringing it to the boiling point, but it m ust 
pot boil for any lengili ot tim e. 
It should 
mss be thick when lea, b u t of th e consist­ 
ency of thin molasses. Before feeding be­ 
g in s it woald Pe welt to arrange the brood 
nest. The centre of the hive should con­ 
tain two or three com bs. em pty in the ven­ 
u e and lined about tho top and ends with 
nailed honey. O ther frameii of comb. heavy 
v un h ney, m av t c* placed at th e sides u n ­ 
til the hive is filled. During the autum n 
m onths we often find fram es of comb lull 
ot pollen near 
the 
brood nest. These 
should be n moved and fram es of honey in­ 
serted rn their places. Fast experience has 
shown th a t it is not best to confine bees to 
fram es os p Hen as a w inter lood. as it has 
a tendency to produce nu unhealthy condi­ 
tion. Bollen is only necessary when brood 
rearing is d k ried on. and should be r<- 
mov co wh' n not needed, but it should be 
returned th 
following spring as early as 
the w eather will permit. 
Bees sui' ly need some © her treatm ent 
during w inter than leaving them out in 
or hoary hives. Different m odesof w inter­ 
ing have liven adopted, but two m ethods 
are most in vogue. < hie is to pla.e them in 
cella! s. and the other in chaff protection on 
sum m er si ands, or in other words, in chaff 
hives. The latter plan is the more exten- 
s'velv practised. Tho chaff hive is an o ut­ 
side box or shell enclosing the hive of bees 
and m ach larger. 
It adm its a packing 
apace of two or three inches around the 
sides, ends ami bottom, and from six to ten 
inches over the top. It (snot bi st to stint 
this spai e for packing. We have used chaff 
hives of different su es and invariably find 
the laiv. st su e t > be the l ost; four inches 
rn packing space and 12 above the colony, 
have never failed to give better results than 
two im be- below and six above. A separate 
shell ior chaff is m uch better than a double 
walled hive w ith the space filled with chaff. 
The hives may be set in or taken out, 
am i 
max 
be 
of 
either 
one 
or two 
Molies, 
tho 
upper 
story 
or 
surplus 
cham ber 
being 
romoved 
in 
autum n. 
and 
the 
whole 
space

w ith 
loose chaff.* In this m anner the chaff en- 
tirely surrounds the bees. w ith the excep­ 
tion of Die entrance, which should lie left 
orun. so th a t the liees m ay come forth at 
av ill when the weather perm its. The cover* 
jug over the bees, anti directlv under the 
chaff, should consist of a cloth only, and no 
hoard or wood covering should i»* used. 
The d o th covering will allow the moisture 
arising from the bees to pass off. and the 
chati above will absorb it; thus the colony 
will be kept dry 
Bees should be placed in 
w inter Quarters before cold w eather comes, 
and left during w inter in perfect quiet. 
Any disturbance during cold w eather is 
dam aging to them. The apiary should be 
secluded entirely from stock of any kind, 
and even a constantly travelled pathway 
close to hives is undesirable. 
Apiaries 
should not be located close to railroads for 
tins reason, lf any colony is found desti­ 
tu te of Mores at any tim e during wintef, a 
fram e of sealed honey < an be given to save 
th e m ; if this is not a t hand, slabs of candy 
can be made from granulated sugar and 
placed on the fram es over the cluster where 
the bone h are access to it. Feeding syrup 
of any kine. m ust be avoided during winter.

O f A ll th e Crop* D ro w n on th e F arm , 
R y e , C orn a n d O ats C o m p rise th e 
B e a t F eed. 
T here are few if any m aterials th at can. 
tinder w hat we may consider as average 
conditions, be classed as perfect foods. 
T hat a very gen,id gain or growth can be 
secured w th them should not by any means 
be accepted as proof th at they are perfect 
food, or th at if a com bination of m aterials 
had been used a more ana better gain 
would not be possible. 
One of the objects to bo gained in crops is 
to secure a good variety for the stock, so 
th a t combinations ure possible and one 
m aterial can be m ade to enhance t lievaJue 
of the others. 
Of all crops grown on the farm corn and 
oats e r n e the nearest to form ing complete 
foods, and yet both are improved by adding 
bran. 
th a t is, in fe« ding sheaf oats. which 
is the whole plant, or cow fodder, ilie ad­ 
dition of a small quanitity of goof w heat 
bran Will mid m aterially to the value, 
IN bile it can be fed separate, the better plan 
is to run throng:; a cutter ami then m ix 
the bran th '.roughly. W hile bran is an ad­ 
m irable m aterial lo use with either of these 
two grains, corn m eal is one of the best 
m aterials that can be used w ith good clover 
or H ungarian liny. 
Ak with im- oats or fodder, the meal can 
btl given separate, b at the better plan is to 
cut and m ix well together. 
It wheal or oat straw or a poor quality of 
prairie hay ,s to be fed. the quality can be 
•cousidi I ably unproved by adding the same 
quantity of good clover hay, running, of 
course, through a cutter if the verv hest re­ 
sults are ecured. aud then adding a sm all 
quantity of win at bran and feeding. 
W ith either it is possible to secure a very 
good food without cutting, but when it can 
ibe done w ithout too much inconvenience, 
w ith all stork except hogs, it will par t i 
use a cutting m achine, so as to m ix more 
thoroughly. 
While it is hest ; o'far as possible to grow 
on the farm all the f< od necessary to teed 
and latten the stock, at th e same tim e I am 
certain, after several 
years’ experience. 
th at. as a rule, where it caff be secured a t 
anything like a fair price, it may pav to pur­ 
chase aud use wheat bran to mix w ith fod­ 
der. clover bay aud straw or sheaf oats. aud 
whenever it is an item to secure the hest 
(possiblegain from the sm allest am ount of 
feed. It it only bv com bining so as to form 
(the best foods th at it is possible to feed aa 
'large a num ber of slee k as will enable us to 
realize the best profib-[N . J. buepherd, in

95 cent- per IOO pounds for wheat 
bran, ann S i . - for cornm eal, J keep over 
w inter several homes and colts, from one to 
four x ears of ag-: also Jersey cattle in m ilk, 
for butter-m aking, ami a few pins, Will 
You tell m e how I can, by m ixing or other- 
/wise. m ake the best use of my rye? 
I Bye is a good food for horses, cattle and 
'nogs, 
th e I ennsyhrania farm ers cl r*o 
(years ago, who team ed it long distances 
w ith their laree wagons aud heavy Con­ 
estoga horses, fed thorn upon chopped rye 
straw and ryemmu. and the y were perhaps 
the smoothest and finest team horses in the 
country. Itye straw, however, is a very 
porn, < our e fodder, but ryem eal is a better 
food for work horses than cornm eal, as it 
has a higher nutritive ratio ’ For fast driv­ 
ing horses, rye could be used only as part of 
m e ration. 
For growing colts, ryem eal 
would be m uch bi tter th an cornm eal, but 
part w heat bran should be added. 
Bye and oats m ay be ground together in 
the proportion of one bushel of rye to erne of 
loafs; tins would m ake a verv fair food for 
driving horses w ith common speed. It m ay 
(be ground with corn avn bushels of rye to 
ope of corn. This < om hinatuin. w ith wheat 
bran and hay. would rn ak'.- a very fair m ilk 
ration for butter. 
For hts Jersey cows lie may gi\'o the fol- 
jlow ing ra tio n : 14 pounds e a t hay. « pounds 
'rye and cornm eal, 4 pounds wheat bran 
and I pound linseed m eal. This m ixed to- 
ig tth er. and then m ixed with the nut and 
m oistened hay, would m ake a aal iv ration 
for ordinary sized Jersey < it , divided into 
three feeds. 
• 
For his driving horses, lo pounds cut 
'hay. 12 pounds rye and oat m ixture, and 
, J pound linseed m eal would m ake a good 
daily ration for ordinary work, given in 
i*wo 1* ed*. J or work hor es. i 2 pounds cut 
.hay aud i.4 pounds ry em eal. well m ixed 


together, would ba sufficient for ordinary 
work. 
For growing colts, equal w eights of rye 
m eal mid w heat bran m ixed, fed w ith toe 
sam e weight of stilt hay. Anil produce a 
th rifty grow th. Pigs will fatten well upon 
three parts bv weight of rye m eal amt one 
p art b ran .- iProfessor Stew art, in Country 
Gentlem an.

T H E P O T A T O . 


T h e B e e t W a y a n d th e R e st P la c e to 
S to re th e P o ta to . 
Potatoes can lie stored in pits or in tho 
cellar or outhouse, but in eith er case should 
bt* free from dirt and dry. Concerning the 
form er m ethod it is said: Som etim es they 
are covered carelessly and in a slipshod 
m anner, with first a thin layer of straw , and 
to com pensate for this deficiency in straw, 
a f< ot of dirt is heaped upon them otUside. 
The m oisture and foul air which slovny ac­ 
cum ulates in w inter is held by this thick 
Flyer of earth, and it rises to the tipper point 
of th e conical heap and cansos decay of the 
tubers, w hich is m istakenly ascribed to the 
freezing of this apparently m ost exposed 
part. A m uch b etter way is lo u se plenty 
of straw and le-.s earth, 
A farm er who 
never lost one bushel in B0 in his winter- 
stored potatoes outdoors, m ade it a rule to 
put < n the heap one foot of com pact straw 
w ith only throe or four inches of evenly 
laid earth to hold it in position. 
V entilat­ 
ing holes were m ade w ith a crow bar at tho 
upuex. and filled w ith whisps of straw', lie 
found it Kale to via e n s m any as seventy 
bushels in h eao sth n s treated. The thick 
m ast of straxv not only served ior protec­ 
tion against frost, but acted as an excellent 
ab so n an t of bail m oisture. 
In the cellar or outhouse-B ein g chian and 
dry, they may bi* placed on a broad slatted 
Boor on the north or cool side of an Out­ 
house, so situated th a t the air can oils alate 
freely from below and pass un through Hie 
potatoes. They should not be placed in too 
large masses so as to obstruct ventilation. 
Crops which w ould rot badly in w et gicauld, 
would not seriously suffer if prop© fly treated 
in this wax . In some unfavorable seasons. 
when more th an h alf the crop was ruined 
bv rotting when dun. the selected and sound 
rem ainder, thoroughly cleaned and placed 
on such slatted door, has nearly or entirely 
( eased from decay, so that not one bushel 
in th irty has suffered. It is very im portant, 
how ever, th at tho xvork be done thoroughly 
and in the best m ariner, for if carelessly 
perform ed, it would be of com paratively 
little use. 


T H E W H E A T . 


T o P r e v e n t W in te r K illin g o f W h e a t. 
The m ost effective and beneficial mode of 
preventing th e w heat plant from being in ­ 
jured or destroyed by the freezing and 
heaving of the soil i 
liberal m ulching, top- 
dressing w ith fine m anure or com post from 
the barnyard, or slaked peat from the m uck 
pile, to be evenly spread over the fall-sowed 
W heatfield. In autum n, when the ground 
is sufficiently frozen to bear the wagon 
wheels, spread just thick enough to have 
the ground lightly covered, so th a t when 
th e soil freezes, cracks and heaves the 
w heat roots will be covered, protected and 
not tom out, but the m ulch or com post will 
fall into the cracks and cover the roots, 
sheltering 
them 
from 
the 
effects 
of 
w eather, 
W e have several tim es seen 
seen fields which were liable to this freez­ 
ing and heaving, w ith w heat drilled in ,por­ 
tions of which w ere u n d re sse d in autum n 
as above directed, and on w hich a full crop 
of good, plum p grain was secured, while on 
the portion of the fields not m ulched in 
every instance the trop of w heat was a 
total failure, not show ing straw or grain 
enough to be wort h harvesting. In fact, the 
graiu obtained from the top-dressed por­ 
tions of the fields m uch more than paid the 
cost of th e operation; besides the inciden­ 
tal benefits of this light m ulching as a sur­ 
face m anure, it was a protection to the soil 
from scorching sun rays of* sam pler, and 
sheltered the young grass when the grain 
was cut off. In fact. liberal, frequent, care­ 
ful top-dressing of fall-sown grains asw ell 
as meadows, is one of the most profitabl e 
and reasonable m ethods tor preserving fer. 
tillty of soils and protecting w inter grains 
and grasses th at farm ers can practice, aud 
will he found always profitable. 


T H E A P P L E . 


W h a t a C o m fo rt a G o o d A p p le M ak e* 
— T h e B ea t W a y to B r in g It A b o u t. 
The com fort of a supply of apples the 
year rouud depends as m uch upon the keep­ 
ing as the growing of them . The average 
house cellar is not the best place in which 
to spire them , but attention to cleanliness, 
ventilation and tem perature, guided by a 
therm om eter, will m ake it a fair success. 
Tem perature is the strong point, and the 
nearer and more uniform ly tho air of any 
room in which apples are stored can be 
kept to the Ireezing point, but always above 
it, the longer and better they will keep. 
Carefully 
picked and 
as orted 
apples, 
pecked in boxes or barrels in alm ost any 
fine, dry mat rial that will aid in keeping 
them dry and the tem perature about them 
uniform , may he kept in any convenient 
outhouse* or even the I arn, covered with 
three or four feet of hay, straw , leaves, 
chaff, or other like m aterial, to keep tile 
frost from reaching them . All the better if 
they can stand upon the ground, which will 
aid in m aintaining an unchanging tem ­ 
perature. To those who have heretofore 
kept their apples in bins or on shelves in 
th e house cellar w ithout satisfactory suc­ 
cess. we suggest the foHowm gexperim ents, 
aa Inch have before appeared in print; 
(Select CO good, sound apples I rom the 
shelf or exposed muss, wrap each in t aper 
and replace them . Count out 50 more, the 
sam e in condition, and place them aside e.\- 
f 
osed. Place 50 equal specimens, each, in 
oxes of suitable size, packed in fine shav­ 
ings. fine chopped oat Mniw, coarse and fine 
chaff', bran, sifted coal ashes ami plaster; 
put them into a cold, but not freezing apart­ 
m ent. I' ill boxes larxo enough to hold hal f 
a burhel or a bushel, with apples in the 
more compact packing, as plaster or fine 
chaff, ana place them in the barn, with a 
few feet of hay or a foot or two of chaff 
upc n, Leave them all undisturbed until 
after those kept iii the usual way are gone, 
and you get hungry for apples, ami then ex­ 
am ine them all at the same rime, bear. 
intr in m ind the differing conditions under 
which each lot has been kept and yen will 
in t a good deal of useful inform ation.— 
[Farm J o u r n a l._________ 


T H E C ID E R . 


A G ood W a y to P r e v e n t tile F e r m e n ­ 
ta t io n o f C id er. 
There are m any different ways of prevent­ 
ing ferm entation, but in any case the cider 
ought to stand in large, open casks long 
enough to ferm ent slightly, so as to cause a 
considerable scum to rise to tho surface, 
when it may be skim m ed off, and also give 
tim e for the sedim ent to settle at the bottom 
before anything else is done w ith it. N oth­ 
ing is more im portant than to abstract by 
natural meanB Hie m inute particles of potu- 
u< e th at are held in solution by the cider. 
A quito effective way of cleansing the 
rider and lire venting after ferm entation is 
to Beala it just after it has been slightly fer­ 
m ented and settled. To do this it may be 
drawn off or dipped out of the casks into 
large copper kettles, or for large quantities 
an o ld do aper still, holding three or four 
barrel?, will be better. W hen fire is applied 
the lieat av dl cause a large am ount ct scum 
to rise at once to the top to be skim m ed 
off. 
Tho heating should cease as soon as the 
boiling point is reached, W inn the cider is 
again placed in clean, open cask* to stand 
and settle u n til it has becotn* entirely cold. 
when it may be draw n into barrels and 
tightly buugi'd. 
T heeffectot the scalding, if done at tho 
rigiit tim e, is twofold. It quite thoroughly 
cleanses the cider and stops the ferm enta­ 
tion at the right point to leave it a sweet 
aud pleasant drink. 
W hile cider thus 
treated will afterw ards taste som ew hat of 
the scalding, it will not be unpleasant to 
those who like it sweet, and is to he pre­ 
ferred to cider in which th e ferm entation 
Has been arrested by 
m ustard 
seed or 
chemicals. Cider treated in any of these 
ways will 
not afterw ards 
m ake good 
vinegar. 
W here the quantity of eider to he made 
will not justify tho expense of casks, the 
eider may be ferm ented and settled in bar­ 
rels. bungs open, by draw ing from one to 
another,.

T H E P O M A C E . 


"What to D o w it h th e P o m a c e fr o m 
O ur L a rg e c id er M UI*. 
The pulp, or pomade, the m ost valuable 
portion of the apple, has been a waste, it is 
ouly w ithin the last few a ears that any use 
w hatever has been m ade of it. and now. 
atter so m uch has been w ritten about its 
discovered 
\'alue, 
thousands of dollars’ 
w orth, th at'm ig h t be saved to every fruit­ 
growing district, are annually dum ped in a 
heap to sour and rot. But xvhat is to he 
dona w ith the pom ace front our largo cider 
m ills? I, Press 8 Vs gallons of cider (or 
more if you can) from each 5u pounds of 
apples, and 'a v e the pomace. 
2. Repress 
AAith more power, if possible, and get sufli- 
i ieut ju ce to m ake I a v o pounds of jelly 
from , ach bushel, and *>ave th*! pomace. 
is. Hun u through a sluice or aeed-washer. 


and get one bushel of clean seed from each 
200 bushels of apples, worth from #4 to 80 
per bushel, ami save the potnace. 4. G ather 
it carefully, place it in piles with a m ixture 
of lime and ashes, w atching it like a m iser 
would iiis gold, until nature, w ith nome as­ 
sistance, converts it into a fertilizer that 
will m ake crops fairly bouuco on sandy or 
gravelly land. 
Blit it is of tho second pro­ 
teas th a t I w ant to speak briefly. 
Iv is generally adm itted by < ider-m akers 
th a t in spite of all the power applied, a por­ 
tion of the . alce will rem ain in the pomace. 
and after a ears of experim enting I found 
th at the following sim ple process yields the 
best rt sutta in obtaining this le idue. 
Im m ediately alter t he first pressing, place 
the pomace in a mixer. This may be a tight 
box w here it can he forked over or cut apart 
and loosened up with a hoe. or, better still, 
run itthrough a threshing m achine cylinder 
or any convenient device th a t will thoroug li­ 
ly loosen it up. Apply during this m ixing up 
enough boiling-hot w ater to dam pen every 
piece and m ake it handle nicely. I.et it 
stand a few m inutes—the longer the better, 
so th a t it coes not begin to ferm ent, 
t hen 
repress aud ini* the jnice Avsth cider and 
m atte into ;e!ly in any desired proportion; 
th e more repressed m ice used til© clearer 
and firm er the product. 
. 
The repressed juice alone will m ake , elly 
as clear as Avater, but it will lack taste and 
flavor. It is som etim es bitter, but m ixing it 
w ith cider causes cider to 'j e l l ” th at would 
bo waxy w ithout it. Tho repressed juice 
will also subdue th e strong acids in the 
eider which so many object to, and leave a 
product th a t Avid Please all. 
I have found that by this process sw eet 
cider, as well as early apple cider, m ay 
bo worked 
successfully, and cider par­ 
tially ferm ented will be thoroughly regen­ 
erated. 
so th a t the operator will 
ba 
able to produce m arketable goods when 
oth trwiae he coaid not. 
Besides these 
advantages m ore icily will be produced 
from a given am ount of cider: for in­ 
stance eight gallons of cider are supposed 
t > be the am ount needed to m ake one gal­ 
lon of jelly; hut w ith this m ixture of cider 
ami Avatar six callous will do. The luau 
who m akes cider jelly w ithout repressing, 
and using the repressed juice w ith the 
cider, does not knoiv th e first principles of 
busine s success, lf any one thinks doing 
this is too m uch trouble, let him quit the 
business and 
give 
enterprising 
m en a 
chance to supply an article th a t d ies not 
have togo begging for buyers. Be sure th at 
the w ater used is pure, oft and as fiqt. as 
possible. T hat from th e condensed steam of 
th e steam evaporator is list right. N ever re­ 
sort to cooking Hie pomace for this relearns 
an am ount Of fine-cooked pulp th at aa ill de­ 
stroy the product, causing mould etc. Any 
one possessing a good steam evaporator 
and a reasonable degree of good sense can 
m ake jelly by follow ing the foregoing plan, 
using sound, ripe fruit. Keep everything 
Hie juice touches perfectly sweet and clean, 
and boil im m ediately after pressing, thus 
aA'oiding ferm entation. Boil quickly, keen­ 
ing the steam above no pounds in the boil** 
Bo.I until it is d* ne. the tune depending on 
Ute condition of the cider, its quality, the 
am ount of heat applied, tin* quantity of 
cider in tho evaporator, etc.: 
th e jelly 
should be draw n off into the vessels intend­ 
ed for m arket, and should never be dis­ 
turbed. The kind of vessels depends on the 
m arket one m ust supply. All tilings con­ 
sidered. a w o 'den pail m ade for the pur­ 
pose and covered w ith sheHaCon tho in ­ 
side, is tim most convenient and desirable, 
and in it the jelly will keep for years if 
necessary, growing clearer rn color and 
pleasanter in taste as the years go by. For 
m y part I would rath er have the profit th a t 
m ar be derived from the pomace of a cider 
mill than all th at m ay lie m ade from the 
first pressing.—[K uraI New Yorker. 


T H E B l i t BS. 


T h e B o b o lin k —T h e H eed B ir d —T h e 
R ic e B ir d . 
From the sowing of the seed to the h ar­ 
vested crops the farm er is subjected to the 
inroads of m yriads of insects, of species 
know n and unknow n, and in m any sections 
to the depredations of birds and m am m als, 
all seeking to appropriate anet destroy his 
crops. B ut no dam age sustained by N orth­ 
ern farm ers from crows, blackbirds and the 
ever-present English sparrows can com pare 
w ith tho ravages in the rice fields com m it­ 
ted by Hie birds called bobolinks in the 
N orth, reed birds along the Chesapeake and 
rice birds in the South. 
Innum erable hosts 
of these birds visit the rice fields at the tim e 
of planting in the spring, devouring the 
seed before the fields are Hooded, and again 
at harvest tim e in I he fall, when, if the 
m aturing grain is in the m ilk, they feed 
up >n it to a ruinous exlent. 
During the periods of their invasions,says 
a governm ent report, thousands of m en and 
boys c a ll'd 
bird-m inders are employed 
w ith guns. and m illions of birds are K i l l e d . 
Still, the num ber invading the rice fields 
each year teem s in no way dim inished, aud 
tho aggregat annual loss occasioned is es­ 
tim ated at §2,000,1.00. According to the 
authority quoted, ilia bird is strictly m igra­ 
tory. It appears on the Savannah river 
about the lo th or 15th of \p ril, and re­ 
mains until, perhaps, the 29th of May. 
It 
appears again about Hie 15th of August, 
when the early grain is hardened and is not 
so inviting as when unripe and in the milk. 
Some lessening of its ravages is gained by 
seeding so as to have the young rice under 
irrigation before the spring Hocks arrive, 
and to have the grain ripened before the 
autum n Hocks return. Such precautions 
arc. however, only partial preventives, as is 
show n by tp© im m ense losses annually oc­ 
casioned by birds in the rice fields of the 
South. 


T H E G R A N A R Y . 


T ile I m p o r ta n c e o f H a v in g R a t - P r o o f 
G r a n a r ie s. 
Every farm er understands tho im portance 
of having rat and mouso proof granaries, 
as ft av have not, at tim es, suff ered severely 
from tho depredations of those d e s t r u c t s 
pests. We have (but years ago) on one or 
tw o occasions alluded to this m atter and 
given directions for constructing granaries 
th at would resist all attem pts a t entrance. 
The following from an old correspondent 
would seem to be all that is necessary in 
constructing rat-proof g ran arie s: 
' The lum ber for the floor beioxv and above 
as well as for the sides m ust be of hem lock, 
one aud one-quarter inches thick, seasoned, 
planed and m atched; the joists for the 
lower floor two by ten of any durable w ood; 
the studding of the sides hem lock. Lay the 
floor perfectly love]. T ake four pieces of 
two by four scantling, the length of each 
side of the room, and dress; m ake a groove 
near the upper side near the outer edge to 
receive the tongue of the fir*t board of the 
celling, the ceiling to tie put up tongue 
down and nailed through both edges just 
beneath tho tongue and grooves. M itre 
the 
ends of these scantlings 
and natl 
firmly to tho Hour. Erect areach corner two 
pieces of Bae scantling, tin* sides of which 
have been squared, perpendicular to the 
scantling <m the floor: carry up to the top 
of t h e -oists above, on which lay the upper 
floor. 
Never ( ell below these cists. Make 
the door to slide and fit. and then you may 
bid rats and m ice to do their beM and th eir 
At o m . 
Ventilation m ay lie given through 
the door at th e top and bottom , protected 
w ith a strong wire screen.” lf, however, 
any of our practical farm eis have any other 
m ethod know n to be a comp etc protection 
against rats,!ive should beglad to hear from 
them. Hemlock, oxving to its resinous na­ 
ture. offer- an im penetrable barrier to these 
desperate rodents, who gnaw through a 
leaden water-pipe. Indeed, SO far as our ex­ 
perience e {tends, it is so. Some years tg o 
we built what we called a tefrigerator in 
the bottom of the cellar,;{by a feet in length 
and breadth, aud 8 indepth, Ie w as Hoed 
will* hem lock, except tim bottom , winch 
was solid grouud. aud covered Avilh a hem ­ 
lock door. In this our meats, butter, etc., 
were kept, av they were never kept before, 
but tim rats got into it—not, 
however, 
through the hem lock lining or covering, 
hut by digging down the JI feel outside 
to the bottom of the lining, and passing 
under it! 
They were then 
effectually 
headed off by flooring th e bottom w ith hem ­ 
lock.—[Germ antow n telegraph.

S eason ab le 
H in t* 
an d 
F acts 
for 
F a r m e r s. 
The process of converting gram into pork 
by m eans of a m achine called hog is by 
no m eans a difficult 
one, provided the 
m achine is kept in running order. It is 
folly to suppose and expect th a t a hog 
can convert any and all kinds of food into 
pork. 
It is necessary that, if we want 
pork, we m ust feed those foods th o t will 
produce flesh and fat, 
W h o hogs arrive 
a t tho proper age for fattening see that 
every one is in a healthy condition and is 
thriving. The system m ust be in perfect 
order, th a t food may not bo wasted. 
Don’t 
throw in a wagon load of corn, rem inding 
your hogs th a t th a t is all they will get for a 
week, hut gradually and system atically 
work them up to “full feed.” Do not change 
the diet too suddenly, and especially use 
care iii changing from green to solid food. 
Adopt regular hours for feeding, aud the 
anim als will soon learn to expect it about 
th at tim e every day. 
W ith old hogs food 
tw ice a day is often enough, bu t w ith young 
shoats I would advise feeding three tim es a 
day, as by only feeding twico a day they 
overload their stom achs. Tile food should 
alw ays lie given in a clean, wholesome con­ 
dition. and never allowed to sour. The bar­ 
rels or vats in which food is m ixed should 
bn cleaned alter each feeding, and all sur­ 
plus food removed. 
. 
Til© Illinois A gricultural E xperim ent Sta­ 
tion in its bulletin relating to ensilage finds 
that * Analyses of corn ensilage and corn 
fodder Inaae front sim ilar corn show a loss 
in the ensilage of total nitrogen, album i­ 
noid nitrogen and soluble carbohydrates 
ami an in creas'd per cent. of non album i­ 
noid nitrogen, ether extract, crude fibre 
and asb.’’ 
T hat “the fresh ensilage con­ 
tained .1 per cent, of organic acids; .085 
volatile, aud ,085 non-volatile.” Ensilage 
was found to contam yeast and bastered 
ferm ents. It is asserted th a t "neither from 
a charcoal nor a biological standpoint is 
there reason for believing than the ensilage 
is m ade m ore digestible by th eir action.’’ lr 
i also stated th a t w ith a silo of stone, brick 
and cem ent the ensilage rotted a t the sides 
and top to the extent cf one-third of tho 
entire am ouut. Such a result as th a t Avould 
nardiy recom m end the silo m ethodist pre­ 
serving corn loddcr rath er titan by curing 
by drying w here the loss w ould be reduced 
to a m inim um . Tim m ore extended Hie ex­ 
perim ents upon this question the m ore en­ 
lightened the people become and the better 
prepared to adopt such a course as seems 
Dost to recom m end itself. 
If tho onions are thoroughly ripe th ere is 
no difficulty in keeping them till spring. 
B ut if they are im m ature, w ith thick, green 
necks, the only way to keep Diem is tho old­ 
fashioned int thod of ’’tracing.” T ake two 
or three onions and tie them together with 
a string round th e necks. T hen place an­ 
other onion on Hie trace and wind the string 
round tho neck, and then another aud an­ 
other, till you have a string or trace of 
onions a yard bing. H ang this up in a cool. 
dry room. If the onions are perfectly ripe 
ami dry thev ran lie spread out four or Ha e 
inches thick oil she ves or on the floor of an 
airy room. If som ew hat green, but free 
from ‘scullions.” spn ad them out thinner, 
anil turn occasionally till you got them dry 
and firm, If you do not w ant to sell or use 
the onions till spring, a convenient way to 
keep them is to put t hem iii a dry place (md 
let them ficoze. All th a t is necessary is to 
keep them dry and prevent th eir thaw ing. 
They will come out cf th eir w inter quarters 
fresh and firm, and Avill keep ast as well as 
those th a t have not been frozen. W hen 
aa anted for sale during th e w inter, a good 
plan is to keep the onions in slatted bushel 
taxes. Keep them in a cool, dry room, not 
in a dam p cellar. The boxes ran be piled 
on top of each other and in rows, w ith an 
inch or so of space betw een them for ven­ 
tilation. 
In most of our N orthern 
States, this 
m onth is the m ost favorable season forplant- 
img hardy trees of all kinds. 
In form er 
years the opin on prevailed th a t trees should 
never tie taken up before several hard frosts 
had ocom red. Dut from year to year treo 
planters have become m ore im patient. 
In 
consequence nurserym en have taken the 
h in t and are now preparing trees for early 
transplanting by stripping their foliage. 
W hile this m ethod is not to he recom m ended 
except, in some rare cases, the plan of defer­ 
ring planting so late th at the trees cannot 
become established in the soil before w in­ 
ter. is not any m ore com m endable. Stone 
fruit*, such as peaches, cherries and plum s, 
do better wlieu transplanted iii spring, but 
for apples, pears, 'm inces, etc., if the ground 
is in proper condition, fall planting is prefer­ 
able. W hatever season has bien 
deter­ 
m ined upon tor planting, experienced or­ 
chardists find it to their adyam age to order 
tin ir trees in the fall and lie d them in u n ­ 
til w a n t'd, so as not to suffer delay when 
work is most pressing. R eeling in consists 
iii burying the roots iii a place w here they 
will keep in good roudition until ready for 
planting. The usual m ethod is to open a 
trench, lav tho trees in a slanting position 
and till w ith carib. The soil has to he 
worked carefully am ong the roots so as to 
leave no open space * around any part of 
them . it ir Avell lo raise the soil oxer the 
roots so as to turn off w ater. Properly hoolect- 
in rn es will bo found in b etter condition for 
planting next spring than those taken d i­ 
rectly from the nursery row. 
J. B. O lcutt says th a t any large trees or 
shrubs can be transplanted now, while the 
ground is Avarm and wet, w itli perfect safe­ 
ty, w henever 
there is intelligent help 
enough to handle them . The leaves have 
uearly'or quite com pleted th eir work, the 
buds are formed, tho days arc long and 
br gh t to work in, and the best part of the 
season rem ains for the shortened roots to 
adjust them selves to their new situations, 
which m ay be extended by heavy m ulch­ 
ing far into and perhaps entirely through 
the w inter. 
Beginners, to gain 
confi­ 
dence, should try sm all things first. N ur­ 
serym en are alw ays handling and trans­ 
planting their stock in early autum n, get- 
t.ng toady for fall and spring trade, either 
of which se a s'ns, if belated, brings plant­ 
ing at the worst possible period for those 
aa ho purchase their stock. 
To keep sw eet potatoes till spring: Dig at 
the usual tim e before they get frosted, put 
down a layer of stratv, I e liberal w ith it, 
hay or anything of the kind will answer, 
then nut your potatoes on the sam e in a 
sharp pile to any am ount you m ay desire, 
then another layer of straw or hay on top. 
then around all oi this m ake a pen. W hen 
y< ur pen is finished you then stop all the 
cracks so th a t the d irt cannot get through, 
then you throw earth on the whole about 
one foot thick, running up sharp so as to 
prev< u t the rains and snow from running 
through. 
Be sure and not let th e potato 
bed be* so low th a t the w ater will rise up 
to them during tho w inter. The bed can be 
raised w ith earth if too low. 
Be sure to 
construct your pen so as to hold all the 
w eight of tin- earth, as the w eight on the 
potato©• would certainly rot them . Be sure 
to put on enough earth to prevent them 
fr< rn getting chilled in Avinter. By tiffs 
process they ne ed no ventilation, and you 
can generally take up a lo u t as m any in 
spring as you pu t up iii th e fail. 
Tim ber cut v.-bile alive in more durable 
than if not cut till dead. ’’Pin o ik.” for ex­ 
ample* ii 'lit Avhilo alive and when the 
bark will peel off, m ake • a durable rail, I ut 
if not cut until it has tiied .it is worthless 
except for firewood, 
lf a closo watcli is 
kept on the woodlands, trees about to die 
i an be cut iii the fall, when tin* hark will 
come off, and thus th e mo*: durable tim ber 
be obtained. T rees of declining vigor will 
show it at this ■-canon. Usually they ure the 
first of their class to lose brightness of foli­ 
age, and a wavs they ha', e made little 
g row th'luring the season. It is not neces­ 
sary to chop them up until late fad or win­ 
ter 
aa lien it is done, clear up the wood- 
laruls, re moving everything th a t will pre­ 
vent the groAVth of som ething better. It 
w.ll 1»<* best to CU! m any trees when the 
bark will peel, for w hile they have so little 
value th at they should not be allowed to 
cum ber tlieg ro u n d .it is worth w hile to get 
their highest value. 
Varieties of celery are recom m ended, 
w ith the claim that they are self-blanch­ 
ing. but no one should be deceived by the 
idea that satisfactory celery can be secured 
w ithout any eat tiling. Regarding the modo 
of doing ibis there is adiffeieuce of opin­ 
ion* I ut, while th© r id inode of trenching 
m ay rem re more labor, it is doubtful if a 
better m ethod can be em ployed. All tilings 
considered. Dial will prove more satisfac­ 
tory. and ff < ne sets him self aliout it in 
earnest, there is in reality m uch 
less 
trouble about it th an there appears to bo 
iii the im agination. 
Don’t fail to grow 
celery becam e of im aginary trouble. 
Bees th at are not to go in the cellar for 
tile w inter should lie tucked up all w arm 
and snug in chaff hives, w ith chaff or saw­ 
dust cushion*, as ©arly in the season as No­ 
vem ber I. before extrem e cold w eather sets 
in, for the first severe fro'ae is often Hie 
hardest lor the bees to endure of any of tho 
a** I ii ter. ’J hereford. Hie wise aplanat aa ill 
sec th a t his pets are properly protected 
(ally. 
hee th at every colony lias a t least 20 
pounds of honey for food and fuel for w in­ 
ter. arid if 25 pounds m o allowed it ensures 
aga nM any being tost bv starvation,as well 
as that no feeding is required tim next 
Boring before tim flowers bloom, lf less 
than 20 pounds are allow ed the bees will 
lilied w atching after January to see th at 
they do not run short of stores, and fre­ 
quently starve during some cold snap in 
spitfi of all we <an do; Hi'-ref ore, it is best 
to tie on tin: safe side, and know th a t tiiey 
ha vc stores,* uough before w inter sets in. 
• 'fiery tor early irs© has to be, hanked up 
now, but the m aul crop for w intering should 
Ix- hilled bul lightly*!*! this season. Too 
early hanking up is a frequent cause of 
celery not keeping through w inter. Care 
in i it ie taken not to allow soil to get be­ 
tween the stalks. 
'h ie mall s of .asparagus from old beds 
should he. burned, and a good dressing of 
m arline spread over Hie ground.

Should Appear Natural. 


T he eye of m an is said to be th e w indow 
of his soul, y et how indifferently som e m en 
treat th ese delicate ligh ts, and frequently 
how little atten tion is paid toward protect­ 
ing th eir brightness un til perhaps it is too 
late. M any persons yearly lnako Hie very 
sad m istak e of n eglectin g th eir eyes u n til 
th ey begin to see the m ist lieforo them , 
un til th e object th ey are looking at m ust ho 
brought very close to tho eye to be dis­ 
cerned or un til th e print in tho book they 
are reading become*; all blurred: and then 
when in 
m any 
cases it is too late to 
repair th e injury th at has been caused, 
they begin to seek advice. 
E very year 
th ere 
are 
hundreds 
of 
cases 
th at 
com e 
under 
th e 
oculists’ 
care 
th at 
could haA e been cured if a fcw rudim entary 
principles had been know n to or observed 
by th e patient. T hese th ings everybody 
should knoiv, but, perhaj s. of all p rsons 
w hoso esp ecial duty it is to knoiv them , th e 
m other has th e greatest need of it 
.She, at 
least of a ll persons, should knoiv th at the 
hum an ev© of th e child w hose infancy and 
th e first few years of its tender cid Id hood 
are esp ecially entrusted to her care, for 
very often it is in infancy, aa lien I he child 
is y et hut a feiv m onths old, and has not 
loft th e nurse’s lap, th a t its little eyes are 
injured for life. 
In order te e n th at th ese direful causes 
m ay he understood (ana perhaps by m aking 
them understood th e w ilie r w ill have ac­ 
com plished som e gi od rn giv m g aff vice to 
m others) tiffs article is w ritten, 
r rst of ail 
th e eye has a particular m ission, and one of 
its grandest and greatest w orks i> to open 
up to m ail th** vision of th e haudiivork of 
God. Hie beauties of th e universe, the love­ 
liness ut nature, and all the treasures w hich 
a Wise Creator has bestow ed upon hu m an­ 
ity. 
N ex t to th is th e eye enables m an to

W ithout th e use of the eye th e world, 
w h ich is so grand and beautiful, would be 
to m an a perlect blank, cold and dark. l b s 
being tho tact, th e valu e of th o eve cannot 
lie overestim ated , and our first ob e e l,when 
avo h ave th e sen se of sight, should be to pre- 
so n e ii as long as p ssible. because, do 
what w e w ill, guard it as closely a-* we m ay.

It is natural th at, w hen we have arrived 
atm id d ie age and begin descending the hill 
of life, our bight should c m uience to fail, 
but how are we to preserve it as long as it 
is possible. 
First, by having our com petent m others 
anti nurse* take care of them for us while. 


a v o are yet infanta. Ill a day or ti\o atter 
birth it will perhaps be noticed th a t the lids 
are swollen, and perhaps th a t some irrupt­ 
ive disease has set. in. 
In such a case Hie 
m other or nurse will do well not to try to 
be doctor as Avell as occupying the trying 
position of either m other or nurse. A ski 1- 
tul practitioner should at once be called in 
to see th e child, th a t is, if tho sym ptom s 
become at a t all serious, because it is at tiffs 
verv tim e that the sight of the child may­ 
be seriouslv aff ected, and perhaps perm a­ 
nently im paired.

Tlie child should a t once b etak en from a 
place w here there is a stroug light anil kept 
in a room w here the sun or artificial light 
has been subdued. A conscientious phy­ 
sician will in m ost cases be able to effect a 
rapid cure, aud saA© the child from untold 
agony, winch it m ight have to endure when 
it greAY older if neglected now. 
Aurses fre ; Hen thy allow th e child to lie in 
their (the nurses) laps, and In such a position 
tiiat in order to gaze about it, the infant 
m ust roll its eyes until som etim es it is star­ 
ing at objects over its forehead or w ith its 
head tipped back it is looking at objects up­ 
side down. 
The careful nurse and the 
thoughtlul m other will never allow the 
child to recline in this position, or if they do, 
will place it so th a t there will he no incen­ 
tive for it to look over its head. Sight is im­ 
paired in many children in this way. 
W hen the child is teething is a critical 
tim e for its eyes, and later,w hen it is begin­ 
ning to learn to read, be careful then th a t it 
does not i c juire habits w hich, when it 
m atures, 
cannot 
be easily 
eradicated. 
Observe how it Holds its book: don’t let it 
hold it up to its face and squint at it. 
Be 
careful also th a t it uses both eves at the 
sam e lim e, because m any children acquire 
the h ab it of using one eye and leaving the 
other unused, causing it in tim e to grow 
exceedingly 
yveak. 
P rim ers 
and 
first 
readers should invariably be in large type, 
and the child should be m ade to sit up 
straight. 
Constantly leauing over a desk 
or a piano has a 
H ad E ffe c t U p o n tile E y e* 
of children, Avliieh is fully equalled by a 
m isfortune which befalls little girls, and 
th a t is th eir tresses falling down over ih eir 
faces. 
It is supposed th a t squinting is 
caused in tiro brain, bu t it is well know n 
th a t children inherit it. M any of these sur­ 
rounding influences ar© indirectly tliecauso 
of squinting, and they should be most 
zealously guarded against. Always see to 
It th a t children have plenty of fresh air in 
tlie schoolroom, and do not 
excite the 
child’s im itative fam ilies. M any a child 
lias been a squinter for liic, m ade so by im i­ 
tatin g a nurse or a com panion who sa dinted 
for fun. T his is a m ost pernicious practice, 
a n n '.n e th a t is oftentim es indulged in by 
those aa*ho have the care of Children, be­ 
cause the child is so sm art it m im ics so

M an’s years shall bo threescore years and 
ten, bu t how few, com paratively, there aro 
who reach th a t lim it. They are taken off 
before their tim e by accident, by epidem ics, 
suddeu deaths and from scores ot other 
causes. Poor h ealth of body or of m ind 
forces its victim s to suicide, thereby short­ 
ening the existence of hum anity. 
Fear 
brings about dissolution im m ediately or 
effects it by gradual m eans. Fear iu all its 
form s 
lias 
ever 
been 
regarded 
by 
physicians 
as 
en terin g 
la gelv 
into 
tho causation of nervous diseases. Sudden 
terror caused by finding oue’s self in a burn­ 
ing building, w ith no possibility of oscape, 
or on a sinking ship. has been regarded as 
being sufficient to im m ediately stop the ac­ 
tion of te e heart, and, in a ievvof tiiD notion, 
physicians havo long regarded those deaths 
as being caused by Hie fact of fear. It is a 
popular idea th at m onte! troubles are moro 
often responsible for snorteniug tho lives of 
rn rtals than any form of physical suffering, 
and in the m edical journals, as w ll as tin* 
lay press, instate es are cited to illu strate 
this point. Hadden deaths are beedi log 
m ore and more frequent, ami w hether they 
aie in m any instances th e result of m ental 
troubles so subtle as to evade diagnosis is a 
question that is dem anding the attent ion of 
the scientific m en of tins ace. 
Doct is to­ 
day attribute these fatally sudden term in a­ 
tions to an obscure cardiac affection, and 
readers of the daily press ©very day arc told 
of exam ples w here a person apparently in 
good health 
H m l'len lv F a ll* h i th e Stre**f, 
but before a physician can reach him ho is 
dead. The only inform ation as to Hie cause 
is th at tie died of h eart disease. 
N um erous w riters have of late attrib u ted 
these terribly fatal attack s to the feverish 
excitem ent th a t m akes up the life of the 
ordinary citizen. As we live today, tho a cry 
labors necessary to our existence cause us 
days ami nights of the most intense m ental 
excitem ent, and it is believed by doctors 
th a t us long as th e present modes of m odem 
life, the rush and w hirl of advanced civil­ 
ization. are continued, th is tendency tow ­ 
ard sudden d eath w in be increased rath er 
than dim inished. They instance in support 
of their theory th a t sudden (it atli was 
alm ost unknow n am ong the arn dents, and 
w hen one did occur it was looked upon as a 
visitation from (rod, aud even am ong our 
forefathers very rat civ was such a tiling 
known as death caused instantly bv Avhai s 
now com m only regarded as h eart disease. 
But aa bile so rnuch has berm said about ex ­ 
citem ent and its terrible consequences, 
there is another side which should fie dw elt 
upon for a m om ent It is urged, and num er­ 
ous exam ples are given, to prove th a t ex­ 
citem ent does not shorten life. Else. says 
those AA'lio have investigated this m atter, 
how can the long-lived soldiers’aud sailors 
lie accounted for. Soldier;, are forced to g o 
through some of th e m ost frightful cr teals. 
Added to tins they practice th e vice of over 
indulgent" in strong d rink to a m arked de­ 
gree, as well as being as a rule in v eterate 
smokers.

Surely studiers engaged in actual w arfare 
and sailors in peace as well as w ar live 
am ong excitem ents, besides being notori­ 
ously addicted to indulgences as to d rin k ­ 
ing and sm oking, yet are they long-lived. 
Statistics show it, and observations corrobo­ 
rate them . The pension list of tho British 
arm y, giving tho ages of Hie beneficiaries, 
m en who have served in all clim ates for 
from 20 to to years, and Secluding those 
pensioned sooner becam e of "w ounds re­ 
ceived w hile in Hie perform ance of d u ty ,” 
shows th at soldiers do not die as other men. 
do; so it is w ith tile naval pi n iouoi s of tho 
G reenw ich Hospital, now scattered over 
G reat Britain, because of its abolishm ent. 
In Hie m erchant service today it is no un­ 
common thing to find a m an 70 years 
old in charge of a vessel—a post requir­ 
ing activity of body as well as of m ind. 
Here in New York avo have tile proof near 
us. for a t Bailors’ Snug Harbor, on Staten 
island, arc 800 aged, but tor the m ost part 
hearty sailors. 5tost of these are betw een 
70 and 80; active old fellows thoy are, witli 
clear m inds and good appetites. They will 
tell you they are not by any m eans the 
sole survivors of our one-tim e m erchant 
fleet; th at m any, if not most, of their 
m ates are yet living, hut distributed over 
th e con atry, living w ith their grandchil­ 
dren, perhaps w herrying for a living or en­ 
gaged in other em ploym ents along a w ater 
front. From this it would appear th a t a 
sound hum an body can w ithstand hunger 
and exposure, and even frequent excite­ 
m ent, if only there is plenty of fresh air 
and exercise of a vigorous kind throw n in. 
o n the other hand. however, Dr. J). 13. 
Richardson, an em inent English au th o rity , 
declares, am ong m any obvious tho u g h 
scarcely novel propositions, th at everything 
th a t quickens th e action of the h eart, any 
kind of excitem ent, taxes and reduces th e 
storage of life, if t his were said 
O f T h o s e N a tu r a lly F e e b le , 
or inheriting disease, or even those leading 
sedentary lives, aud living from day to day 
w ithout the invigorating benefits of fresh 
air and exercise, it w ould seem reasonable, 
for ono does not have to ba a skilful physi­ 
ologist to know th a t excitem ent affects th e 
nerves as well aa th e heart. 
Investigation shows th at Hie effects of 
fear are dangerous, and th a t there are some 
constitutions which cannot recover from a 
sudden shock, in cases w here a shock has 
been experienced it is w ell to know some­ 
thing au o u itb e n atu re of Ute system w inch 
is iniiueuccd by til© calam ity. F ear par­ 
alyzes the system through the vast m otor 
nerves whiga regulate Un; size of the sm aller 
arteries that govern the am ount of blood 
th a t is scut to c a d i organ and tissue.

ern breathing ami the heart's action may 
be very serious, these vital turn lions may 
become com pletely arrested, causing in ­ 
stant lh atli. T his sudden leaving of tho 
brain in a bloodless condition, leading to 
fainting, is probably the mode of death in 
m ost cases of fatal fright. But there may 
be another way by aa hmh life m ay become 
suddenly ex tin ct under the influence of 
strong emotion. T his is th e rupture of tho 
heart-—an aneurism —or of an artery iu the 
brain.” 
R upture of th e heart, however, is one of 
the least likely to happen, as it very rarely 
occurs, and ivhen it does it is m ore apt to 
be from sudden joy th an lrom fear. T here 
has long been a popular notion th at people 
d.c w ith a broken h eart,hut num erous post­ 
m ortem s havo proven th at this does not 
often occur literally. Of course physicians 
kitoAV hotter, bnt there are hundreds of per­ 
sons who th in k th a t death is often caused 
by a ruptured h eart brought about by lear 
ami sorrow. T here is a very recent case on 
liana where an old wom an dropped dead 
from sudden joy at the sight of ber boy 
av ho in she believed to be. head, and w hen 
the post-mortem was m ade it was found th a t 
T h e H e a r t H a il A c tu a lly B u r s t. 
T he principal causes, however, seem to 
rest w ith the collapse of the circulation, or 
in the event of a shock upon the head or 
from the crushing of a lim b in a railroad 
disaster, where tho vaso-m otor system is 
destroyed, allow ing every blood a-easel to 
dilate to its utm ost capacity. W hen vaso­ 
m otor paralysis occurs, as frequently in th e 
ease of sudden flight, the patient is likely 
to die, "bleeding to death in his cavu veins, * 
because the vessels in the abdom ina! cavity 
arc capable of containing every drop of 
blood in the victim 's bodv. 
A lexander 
Bain’s "M ental and Moral Science” gives 
this condensed analysis of th e effects of fear 
upon the physical system :

T ee digestion 
is everywhere w eakened; tho flow of sa iva 
is checked: the gastric sensation arrested 
(appetite failing): the bowels deranged ; the 
respiration is enfeob od. 'I he hear, and cir­ 
culation are disturbed; there is either a 
flushing of the. face or a deadly pallor. The 
skin shows sym ptom s of deran g em en t-th e 
cold sweat, the altered odor of the perspira­ 
tion, the creeping action th at h its Hie iiair. 
. . . The increased tension is shown in 
the stare of the eye and tho raising of the 
sculp (by the oecipitcfrontalis muscle), in 
the inflation of the nostril, the shrill cry, the 
violent movement,s of protection or flight. 
There is another cause w h ip t accounts 
for tile abridgm ent of hum an life. 
It is 
over indulgence in strong drink aud, the ex­ 


cessive use of intoxicants. This is demon, 
stratoded in the case of brewers, who are. 
perhaps, the greatest tippler ', and whoso 
lives aro shorter, taken as a whole, than 
shoem akers, tailors, barbers or blacksm iths. 
Men who are prone to t pule because their 
occupation furnishes the occasion for regu­ 
larly recurr ag indulgence do not live as 
long, according to statistics, as do m en who 
do not lip'fle. Tole'.coo is. as everybody 
Knows, poisonous, yet,w hile specialists have 
som etim es claim ed th at its use shortened 
life, no legitim ate statistics havo been se­ 
cured 
to

com parison—tho 
sm oker with the m an who never touched 
the Aveed. I* is a fact. nevertheless, th at on 
m any constitutions its tendency is to accel­ 
erate and w eaken the action of the heart, 
and we all know th at this of itself is bad.

Then th e (peculators ex tract the 
oil and sell it for twice w hat the seed cost, 
and sell the cotton-seed meal l ack to the 
farm ers for nearly as m uch as they le­ 
ct ived ior their entire crop of oil aud meal 
together. 


Because cotton is grown at the South is 
no reason th at the trusts on cotton seed 
should bo located there. The wheat-raisers 
of Iowa aud M innesota did not reap the 
benefits of the late advance in th e price of 
breadstuffs.

and harvested. The speculators formed a 
“ wheat tru st” aud piled up their w ealth at 
ti e expense of those who had to buy bread 
in order to live. It is the same wav with 
th e '"cotton seed tru st.” Tile men who run 
th e plantations raise th e seed. The capital- 
isis who run the trusts m ake the profits. 
-Mr. B laine asked his hearers to nam e 
any tru st other than the five lie had enu­ 
m erated. T hat can easily be done. How 
altern tho ‘'tru st” form ed bydhe coal barons 
of Pennsylvania, w hich sells coal a t any 
price it chooses, and places a tax on every 
furnace and cooking range and parlor stove 
in the land? Perhaps Mr. B la in e will claim 
th at is control led by Democrats. He had 
PUP r consult w ith Chaffm an Ch ay before 
he does so, however. T hen there are the 
pork and lard trusts, th e dressed bee! trust, 
the agricultural im plem ent “trust,” the fire­ 
arm s trust. the sewing m achine trust, the 
lum ber trust, Hie m erino sheep trust, the 
ice trust, and enough m ore to fill a nook. 
As we take it. any com bination for the 
purpose of keeping up prices and con­ 
trolling the m arket is a trust. It is a pro­ 
tected pool which earl regulate its own 
proms, w hile the business or profession 
w hich has no such “com bine” is not a trust. 
W hen the doctors of this country m eet and 
resolve th a t they will charge a fee of $2 for 
acoiw iltatio n , they form a trust, lf they 
w ere air to hang together they could charge 
$5 .'ust as welt, and could collect it. too. 
In this. th,-nat ural and honest m eaning of 
tin term , the “tru sts” of this country are 
num bered by the scores. 
Now, the ex i.iten ce of these trusts would 
M^ji ne *o mtolexabk; ii they all had a fair 


show before the courts. 
But as it is. only 
the m illionnaircs’ trusts are able to w ax fat 
and grow strong. 
It a w orkingm an's trust 
says Unit no m an shall work fo ra c ig a r- 
m aker for less than so m uch, and applies 
the boycott because its term s are not com­ 
plied 
w ith. the w orkingm en 
are 
pun­ 
ished; b u t if a poor laborer is blacklisted 
by a corporation for refusing to obey some 
of its rules, and the m an and his fam ily are 
forced to starve for w ant of em ploym ent, 
the law has no remedy. 
All tru sts, like all men, should he equal 
before th e law. 
As this cannot he, it is 
tim e to destroy tho trusts, and the people 
w ant t lieut put down regardless of the party 
affiliations of those w ho happen to hold 
stock in them .

TACKS AND TAXES. 


A Boston lady w rites from Jeru salem : 
“Even h ere’in the far-off Holy Land von 
cannot buy a tack th a t is not of A m erican 
m anufacture. Europeans do not know how 
to m ake them , and our im proved m achin­ 
ery i nables us to control the m arkets of ‘the 
world iii tacks and >crews.” Yes, we beat 
the world on tacks and taxes. Ask the 
tack-m aking monopolies by w hat m anner 
of tactics they have secured their im m ense 
protection, when they could easily under­ 
sell the world it scrap iron and m anufac­ 
tured goons were on tho free list.

THE WHITECHAPEL MURDERS. 


There is a certain sim ilarity betw een the 
W hitechapel m urders in London and the 
series of crim es in Texas, which horrified 
the country two or three years ago. In both 
cases the victim s wore w om en; the bodies 
were, in m ost instances, m utilated, and the 
utm ost secrecy obscured the perpetrator. 
In both cases, also, there was an u tter ab­ 
sence of apparent m otive. The chief points 
of difference are th at the Texas women 
were respectable and m urdered in their 
beds, w hile Hie London victim sare disreput­ 
able women, slaughtered in tho dark alleys 
of the metropolis. There is nothing to indi­ 
cate th a t th e tw o sets of crim es were com ­ 
m itted by the same person, bu t it is highly 
probable thai they were the work of mon- 
stets of the same k iiid -m en of outw ardly 
upright life, hut whose anim al instincts 
were horribly perverted. 
It has beeu conjectured th at the London 
m urderer is a religious lunatic, justifying 
his crim es to him self by some distorted 
instinct of m orality; holding it to be his 
duty to rid the world of that class of 
women. 
B ut the fact th a t he m utilates 
ids victim s seems to dispose of th at theory. 
A fanatical m oralist m ight conceive it to 
be his duty to slay these poor creatures, 
but it is hardly supposable th a t lie would 
feel m orally called upon to m utilate them . 
This llieory derives its chief support from 
the fact th at the victim s have all been 
women of the abandoned ( lass. 
B ut this 
fact docs not prove tho theory. The m ur­ 
derer m ay not have selected such women 
uurncsely: they may have been m ade the 
victim s only because they happened to he 
abroad and unprotected late at night. No 
other women would follow tile fiend into 
the dark alleys w here the bodies were in­ 
variably found. 
The police are now carefully w atching 
the locality where the crim es w ere com­ 
m itted. 
T hat may lead the m urderer to 
change the scene. 
The next crim e m ay be 
in another quarter of Hie city, and the vic­ 
tim a respectable woman. 
It seems more probable th at this frightful 
crim inal is one whose im pelling m otive is 
an anim al in -tinct m onstrously perverted. 
He may live an outw ardly blameless life. 
hut that he is a religious enthusiast seems 
unlikely. He is an anim al som ething like 
M argrave, Lord Lytton'a fancy of a man 
w ithout a soul; hum an in form and per­ 
haps in intellect, but having som ething 
worse th an the ferocity of < anom alism 
blended w ith the sexual instincts of the 
animal.

[Week Ending October 13.1 
Monday.—T he Senate proceeded to the 
consideration of tile tariff bill, tho reading 
in full boing; dispensed with, and the Senate 
substitute heinie ordered to bo first consid­ 
ered. Mr. Allison of Iowa said th a t tile 
Senate bill differed from the House bill. 
in 
tho 
fact 
th a t 
it. 
proposed 
to 
deal w ith 
all 
th e 
schedules 
of 
the 
tariff, while the Houso did not. The House 
U U did not deal w ith the tobacco schedule, 
th e silk schedule or tho wino and liquor 
schedule, and had dealt but lightly w ith 
th e sujrar schedule. The Senate bill had 
been m ade u p o n tho principle of protect­ 
ing American labor and Am erican industry. 
T h at w.is its aim and purpose. T he Senate 
com m ittee on finance had sought to care tor 
every industry in the country. 
Mr. Allison w ent < n to criticise Hie diver­ 
gent action of Die m inority of tile com m it­ 
tee. 
Tile reductions of revenue by fine 
House bill had beon calculated at $71,000,- 
000. T here w as no question but th a t tile 
Senate bill would reduce th e revenue be­ 
tw een $61,000,000 ana $73,000,000. and in 
his judgm ent the reduction would be sub- 
srautiady m id a ay betw een those two points. 
The reduction would he not m erely from 
im port duties, 
but 
also from internal 
revenue. 
Referring to tho question of tobacco Mr. 
Allison said th a t he had not been very vig­ 
orous and am en t m removing; the tax on 
th a t article, hut ho supposed th a t there 
w as a practically universal sentim ent In 
favor of taking off the tax. 
He then discussed the question of abolish­ 
ing; the tux on alcohol for use in the arts. 
and arm ied th a t there was no pract cal 
difti< ultv in preventing frauds in connec­ 
tion w ith th a t m atter. Grout B ritain has 
had th at principle in her taxing; system 
since is -I, and Germ any has had it for 
m any yeais, and yet both thoso countries 
had taxes on distilled spirits more than 
twice as bikh as in the I luted States. 
Mr. Allison discussed w ith som e little de­ 
tail the changes proposed in tho rates of 
duties on tcluss ana china, on iron and steel, 
oil w ire rods, 011 copper, on wood aiel 
wooden ware and un sugar. T he House bill 
reduced the sugar duty 18 per cent., and 
the Senate hill SO per cent, Even w ith tho 
latter reduction, the duly on sugar would 
rem ain at 41 per cent, ad valorem . Sugar 
was as essential in every household as 
bread, and if there was any article th a t 
should have alow ratoof duty, i tw as att var. 
The other features of the hill were then 
presented. substantially as indicated by the 
text of the bill iii the last W eek ly G lohk. 
In conclusion. Mr. Allison said th a t it was 
his purpose, and the purpose of senators on 
his side of the clip mf or, to proceed as fast as 
possible w ith their dis ussion of the bill. 
At some future tim e lie migtht have occa­ 
sion to multo some fu rth er observations in 
respect to it. hu t His desire today had been 
to state the general provisions of the hill as 
plainly as possible, so th at they m ight be 
understood by those w ho had not studied it. 


M r . V a n c e In O p p o s i t i o n . 
Mr. Vance proceeded to discuss, in detail, 
the provisions of both hills on tho various 
schedules, arguing th a t tho Houso Dill Dad 
in view the interests of the people and of 
the governm ent, and that tho Senate bill 
was specially in the interest of tho m anu­ 
facturers and favored classes. Ho read a 
long extra t from a com m unication from . 
Henry Clay, whoso honored nam e, he said, i 
w u sto tliis day invoked in behalf of every 
tariff scheme, and declared th a t if Mr. Clay 
wore now alive he would denounce„m ost 
bitterly, and w ith all the force of his im ­ 
petuous eloquence. tho .senate bill. 
Discussing the question of wages, as con­ 
nected with tho principle of protection, he 
instanced the case of England, w here there 
was no taritl a t all. and w here higher rates 
of wages were paid than prevail in th e pro­ 
tected countries ut Europe, and were in 
some instances equally as high as thoso 
prevailing iii the I luted States, and he 
character zed as sheer in nseuse, or worse, 
the assertion th a t high tari r m eans high 
wages, lf it were so the operation of t no 
law would bo tho sam e everyw here, while 
the fact was th a t wages differed in every 
S late in the Union, and in different parts of 
the sam e State. 
As to the claim th a t m anufacturers fur- 
ni-h a hom e m arket for the farm er, he in­ 
stanced, as a refutation of th a t claim , th at 
now here in the U nited States was the decay 
of iigri1 ulture more noticeable and lam ent­ 
able than in New E ngland.w here m anufac­ 
tories m ost abound. The effect of protec­ 
tion was to convert all independent yeo­ 
m anry into dependent factor, operatives. 
The anim al cotton product of the South was 
7 ,000.000 bales, of which 5,(HK),OOO were 
surplus. W hat was to be done w ith the sur­ 
plus of w heat, corn and m eal if it could 
not he disposed of in foreign m arkets? If 
the Am erican producers were con tined to 
Die hom e m arket limy would havo to do 
w hat the 
Am erican m anufacturers did 
w hen they found them selves in tho pres­ 
ence of an overstocked m arket, shut down 
th eir works and turn the A m erican laborer 
into tim streets to beg bread for him self and 
his children. 
T he Dem ocratic party, ho said, had for the 
last lo years made honest effort to reduce 
taxes to the requirem ents of th e govern­ 
m ent. and had been a t every stop thw arted 
by the Republican party. 


T i l e H o u s e l i m P r e f e r r e d - 
Tim finance com m ittee acknow ledged the 
necessity of a reduction, but blam ed, first, 
the President of th e United S tates for the 
existence of tho surplus, and said th at he 
could "nave expended it in t ayin? a pre­ 
m ium of 30 per cent, to their friends, the 
bondholders, it is very true th at he could, 
said Mr. V ance, or could have squandered 
it. as countless m illions havo been squan­ 
dered under tho adm inistration of his pre­ 
decessors. but lie did not choose to do it. 
They say. rn the second place, th a t the 
responsibility rests on tho party th a t con­ 
trols tho House of Representatives, and th at 
this is tho first, bill which tho House lins 
sent to the Senate for reducing Hie revenue 
in several year-. 
Nobody will be deceived by that, for it is 
as well known lo tim 1 0apio as it is to sena­ 
tors who m ake the assertion th a t ainu st. 
tho entire bod.- of Republican m em bers in 
tim House h a ;e n s st. d at every step every 
bill th a t Hie Dem ocrats have tried to 1 a s 
w ithin th at period, and were able, w ith the 
help of a handful of Dem ocrats, to defeat 
every such bill. Ami they know th a t those 
Dem ocrats who aided tho Republi ans to 
defeat tariff redip tion wore applauded to 
the skies and m ade patriots and moral 
heroes. They knew th at for IO years past 
no Republicans in the House O' R epresenta­ 
tives—certainly no considerable num ber of 
Republicans lrad so m uch as proposed a 
bill to reduce taxes.

Prevalence of Gambling in Great Cities 
Just After the War. 


[N ew Y ork Pun.] * 
Of all Kames of oards coker is th e most 
eoeiable. It girns you the chance lo select 
your party, and when you have it you have 
the right to chaff an i blackguard your fel- 
low-players. and do everything you please 
w ith them . This is som ething which no 
other gam e adm its of. 
In poker Y"u piny your m en more than 
ro u r cards, and any way to put your adver­ 
sary out of tem per or annoy him is perfectly 
legitim ate as long as it is done in a gentle­ 
m anly m anner. 
The j>oktr player is practically in the 
society ot live cr six m en. and at the same 
tim e lie is entirely alone, for at no stage of 
the gam e has he any partner or other hand 
to protect. 
He has his tive cards, and he 
does w ith them just as he pleases. They 
m ay not be w orth a cent, and they m ay 
bring hundreds of dollars if the p lacer has 
pluck and if there is any am ount of betting 
against him. 
The gam e comprises more of 
the gam bling elem ent than any other gam e 
except baccarat, roulette, faro, and a few 
other so-called gam es of chance. 
After th e close of th e civil war, when 
everybody had a great deal of money, poker 
becam e the favorite pastim e of a large 
numt*er of people. 
I t is very likely th at 
never in the history of this country will 
there be more gam bling of every kind going 
on than there was betw een th e years 18B5 
and 1880. The gam bling houses in New 
York 
were the curiosities of the city. 
There may have been a greater num ber in 
the West, but they could not com pare w ith 
the New 
York 
houses 
in 
luxury 
of 
appointm ents 
or 
the 
liberal 
way 
in which custom ers 
who were known 
to 
the 
owner 
of 
the 
house 
were 
treated. Very often a custom er who had 
overplayed him self, especially when he 
happened to be a little tipsy, w as not both­ 
ered for the paym ent of money .provided he 
did not attem pt to gam ble again iii the 
house where he had lost. T here is also 
good reason to believe that, at least in The 
principal houses, tho deals w eie absolutely 
square, except, perhaps, iii a case w here a 
m an known to be w ealthy would come and 
have a particular streak of luck, playing 
very high and frightening the proprietor 
Then an expert dealer would take the chair 
anti try lo get a t least some of the money 
back again. 
Poker players had nothing to fear from 
th e police a t that tim .', and th e gam e was 
played in all the hotels. The players were 
only anxious th at the gam e should not be 
m uch talked about, and the reports of it 
not reach th eir fam ily or business circles. 
This desire of keeping the gam e at least 
partly secret, induced a great m any m en of 
ihe same occupation to form private poker 
clubs, which usually mer. o n a par or floor 
taken iii some quiet private boose, w ith 
a negro attached to it as a steward, 
and with

for

cigars, 
liquor, 
and 
a 
light 
supper.

were dozens of these clubs in New York. 
.Illy Roods m en of different lines, iron 
m en, coal m en, in fact every branch of trade 
and every profession had the r clubs of this 
sort; and still m any of the m em bers were 
never suspected by th eir fam ilies or by 
their intim ate associates of ever touching a 
card. The size of the gam e varied from 52.50 
to $25. People playing higher than the $25 
lim it were not likely to care about bothering 
w nh a club. They played eith er in their 
own houses or at any of the large hi leis. 
The St. dames, tile Hoffman House, the 
Brunswick, th e New York Hotel, the St. 
Nicholas and the Astor House always had 
a num ber of 
out-of-town 
peonle, who, 
com ing together lor business, also enter­ 
tained each ot cr at a social gam e of 
draw. But the New York resit ents played 
m ostly at th e old Maisou boree, on Cnion 
, Square, and at Delmonico’s. In these places 
the gam e was som etim es very high, but that 
v. as an exception. As a rule. the people 
who Played there were all intim ate friends. 
aud did not wish (in tact could not afford) 
to cause an't o n es ruin. 
Still. I know 
several cases w here sum s ranging lrom 
$25,000 to $80,000 were lost. In two cases 
a t least m en won enough to buy a seat iu 
th e .Stock Exchange, and to enter busine-s 
w ith from 5 8 0 .0 0 0 to tsioo.ooo. They had. 
however, a particular knack iii selecting 
th eir fellow players, and did not get into 
any party w here they knew tho gam e 
would have elem ents of strength in it. 
They also never drank anything, or very 
little. I rem em ber th at one of the m en I 
allude to was particularly careful on th at 
point. On a very cold, w intry day I m et 
him on New street, aud asked him to go to 
i 
telm onico’s to tak e a cocktail. "Oh, no. 
ie answered, “don t you know we are going 
to play to -night/ ’ T hat answ er gave me 
the secret of his success. One Ie low. tv hen 
lie had 
m ade some 550.000, 
m arried, 
bought a Stock Exchange seat, and practi­ 
cally retired from the poker table. T here 
were others, however, so lond ol th e gam e 
th a t they could not leave it, w hether they 
were w inners or losers, and some of them 
w ho hail apparently no great financial re­ 
sources m anaged to live very well and to 
play a very high game. 
But all this has changed, and the m ajority 
of people nowadays do not seem to ne so 
anxious to play a- they used to be. A lur ie 
num ber of the old players have died, while 
others have either got broke or have had to 
give up late hours on account of increasing 
infirm ities or age. Of course there are 
plenty of gam e- played vet. but whereas 
six or seven >ears ago rooms had to be en­ 
gaged at a place like Delmonico’s days and 
som etim es weeks in advance, there are 
now. on an average, barely one or two 
room s occupied by card players. 
"W ere tho gam es always square?” you 
m ay ask. Yes. iu th e m a ority of cases 
tiiey were. Two or three private clubs 
stained by blacklegs, mostly from N e w t>r- 
leaii- aud th e West, tried to introduce 
m arked 
cards, 
which, of course, gave 
know ing ones a chance over tile unknow ­ 
ing; but th e unknow ing ones soon found out 
th is trick, and the houses could n e t exist. 
O utside of this, the only cheating practised 
in these private clubs, a- well as iii some 
of the perfectly honest games, was the 
freezing out of inexperienced or tim id play­ 
ers by th e old hands. This freezing-out 
process was done by two men. apparently 
n ot particularly friendly and often engaged 
in little disputes, playing into each other’s 
hands. 
, T he saying th a t individual peculiarities 
of character are seldom better disclosed 
anyw here th an at the poker ta ole is strictly 
correct. 
T he selfish man. for instance, 
never giving S5 tow ard charity and squeez­ 
in g every cent he can out of the working 
b ands he employs, will lose several thou­ 
sand dol ars at poker and apparently not 
feel th e loss, lie will come a l i t again and 
again, trying to get back the money he 
loses. 
These is a m an in New York city 
w ho is extrem ely wealthy, not being able 
to spend wish his fam ily one-half of Ins in­ 
come. His nam e is never on any list of 
charity, b u t his poker losses am ount to from 
$25,000 
to 
8 2 0 .0 0 0 
a 
year. 
He 
is 
a savage player, and w ith good luck vrii s 
a great deal m ore th an most other play­ 
e rs. but luck is seldom w ith him. 
A nother typical poker player is a wealthy 
iron founder, who would lath er play poker 
th an eat. aud who a so loses in the m ajority 
of cases. B ut he gets lots of fun. both out 
of the gam e and after it. H e lives far up 
tow n, and is alw ays very auxious to be 
hom e before the m ilkm an comes or the 
servants are ap. But he is often too late. 
and is com pel! d to tell a lie to Ins wife in 
regard to th e late hour at w hich he reaches 
hom e. 
T he old lady 
knows 
perfectly 
■well w h at he is doing, and knows that 
it would lie im possible to p revent bim from 
playing cards, b u t she ahvavs m akes it a 
point to a-k Ii'rn in toe pre.-ence of the 
grown up children some < meet ions as to 
w here he has been so late. He tries to com­ 
po se her by throw ing tile rosnonsi Witty on 
T am m any Ilal! or a little w hist a t th e club. 
0 r upon business associates. Before the 
elevated r> ad was built he a1 w a 's had a 
spiry to tell about a big tire in the Bowery 
w hich detained him on his way. Me old 
th a t Bowery story so often th at one Sunday 
th e wife ai th e breakfast table told him : 
‘T a. I w ant your horse- tomorrow morning, 
1 w ant to go to see the Bowery, it m ust be 
all burned out by this tim e ” 
T he jokes were u n interrupted when tins 
m an w as in Hie gam e, and although lie was 
som etim es offensive in those he invented, 
Le was extrem e y good natured iii taking 
those played on him . Somebody once * fi­ 
ber v cd th a t he was unusually lucky iii 
everything he d;d, 
’•L ucky/’’ said he. 
"Hi d haired, cock 
eyed, pug no-ed, and fell tw ice from the 
elevated road and broke a leg each time. 
Y'oa ta ll th a t lucky?” 
On the other hand, there were a few very 
unpleasant characters am ong th e 15 or 20 
m en who co m p o ed these tarries. One of 
them was a leather m erchant whom we 
nick mimed Bch rn m ale. a very, neb man. 
partially paralyzed. We constantly tried 
to avoid him , but it was impossible. He 
would alw ays m anage to get in when there 
■was a party at lh lm ouico’s arid lie hap 
pened to•!;ear of it. A m other queer speci­ 
m en was a G erm an dry goods man. who en­ 
joyed the ijiek nam e of Nozzle. 
He was 
w ealthy, too. aud was a first-class poker 
p in ier, 
it is a rem arkable thing th a t. 


w hile Am ericans

acute m th e gam e, some of the foreigners

siderable tim e, beat them all to pieces at ; 
m aking profits in it. This dry goods m an 
was so offensive in his m anners and so sure J 
to carry every body’s money th a t he was 1 
steadily avoided, and som etim es couldn't | 
get into a gam e for several m onths. Ile 
always ordered the costliest wines and j 
food and hat! a habit of taking cigars by

summer months. T his sum m er Mr. Cleve­ 
land has had the benefit of rem arkably tine

frequently the summer clim ate here is 
exasperating, though 
the 
planting

innumerable trees in this city, which are 
- now well 
grown, 
has probably altered 
ill the 
conditions of 
tho atmosphere, 
and the se et tng of Hie town and the chan­ 
nelling of tho Potom ac river and tilling it 
ap have created here out of a modern Baby­ 
lon som ething of a modern Paris. 
Babylon 
m d Parts did not much differ from each 
other in situation, if we rem em ber our 
ichool hooks. 
A river ran through Babylon 
whit h was a muddy, m iserable sort of 
stream , th at could he turned aside and the 
enemy enter on the bed of Hie river. 
So of 
tho river Seine. 
At one tim e the Norman 
ni; ates w ent up tho river Seine as far as 
i’aris and 
H u m eri H art o f T h a t T o w n , 
m d they were continually m aking every- 
DcKty m iserable there 
until at last the 
islands in tho m idst of the river were fo ra­ 
ged and bridges thrown across, and now’ 
the Seine is the pride of P a r is -a clear, 
green, beautiful river, traversing the entire 
length of that great 
city. T he Potomac 
does not defer to any river except Hie Hud­ 
son in all the Eastern slope of the United 
State* for picturesque scenery, waiter tails, 
well-wooded islets, and frowning rocks. All 
of tho stream s south of Hic Hudson, lrom the 
Delaware to the Savannah, fall down (rom 
rocky parapets as They come toward tide­ 
water. 
The situation of W ashington is 
somewhat like that of Richmond. B alti­ 
more, W ilm ington aud Trenton. The Poto­ 
mac comes down through the m ountain*. 
which are here eery close to tidewater, aud 
it is only about 40 m iles from Hie nearest 
mountain range to Ute D istrict of Columbia. 
Below that arc the (/teat Falls of the Poto­ 
mac. about Kl m iles from the city proper, a 
very noble cataract which lins strangely 
aroused but little attention ami ng visitors to 
this city. W ithin four or five miles of the city 
is Ute U tile Falls of tho Potomac, a series 
of w hirlpools and eddies among I he rocks.at 
whicli point is a bridge crossing to Vir- 
jdmn. 
From the L ittle Falls to Hock Creek, 
which >s a stream dividing old Georgetown 
[rom W ashington, a grand panorama of 
upland stretches out, through winch you 
can hardly perceive the gorge of the river. 
so evenly i i it cut down deep into th at 
plateau. 
From th s height, of which a 
portion is the President’s h o u se'a t Oak 
View, you eau see sugar Loaf m ountain 
standing un like a cone or a little Mount 
Hood or Mount Shasta toward the north­ 
west. The general opinion in W ashington 
is that

'Tira P r e s id e n t Sue u t A b ou t S ilo ,OOO 
for the 20 acres and the renovation of his 
bouse. Tills would be as much as he could 
possibly save under ordinary circum stances 
out of his salary of $."0,000 a year. 
It 
m ight he possible for the President to live 
for ?10,000 a year since tho government 
gives him a house, fuel, lights and clerks. 
Cleveland has lived an inexpensive life for 
nearly four years, giving a few dinners— 
and dinners ate tint very expensive things 
when they happen from twice to four tim , sa 
month for a congressional session of six 
months. 
A bas- et of wine will supply the 
appetite ol a large dinner Fompatiy. Tho 
President does not require to nay hts ser­ 
vants more than people of tho same social 
distinction in the city. Cleveland’s horses 
are neither numerous nor very expensive. 
it is understood here that he contributes 
si m evhat towards Mr. Lam ent’s salary, 
who cam e here at a pecuniary lits; without 
having anv particular means to fall back 
upon. I should think that the. President, 
in tho manner he lias lived in Washington, 
could have got along upon $20,000 a year 
very well 
indeed. Ho married a young 
woman 
whose income and expenditure 
he 
thoroughly 
new, since 
she 
had 
been his wind at law, and she was from the 
jam " part of the country as him self, and 
had besides a plain, respectable income 
m ounting, I should suppose, iii its capital 
to tffiO.Oou. Tho adit s hardly ever like to 
forsake W ashington city. It takes a woman 
of very strong common sense to withstand 
th e fascinations of this society and discern 
th at her children, if they are to be self- 
sustaining aud m eet with the vicissitudes 
of life in a spirit of fortitude, had better go 
into some society not so agreeable and so 
helpless as this. Our previous presidents 
Lave all considered the propriety ot

Adams fam ily had a particular reason to ho 
friendly to W ashington city, since the wife 
of Jo h n Quincy Adams was a Maryland 
woman, raised at no great distance lrom 
tb 's capital, and quite a connection still

such as Hie Johnsons, of whom is tho 
Confederate General Bradley Johnson, ami 
Hie lich en s and others.

Joh n C. Hives, 
w ho had been taken out of one of tho de­ 
partm ents io be the publisher of General 
Jackson Vs Globe newspaper, rem arked that 
he did not believe B lair would leave him 
any fond if he lived on that road. Old Mr. 
B lair was one of those thin, vigorous eateis 
like P haraohs lean kine.

Chase, though he caino from 
New Hampshire by way of Ohio, sludied 
law' iii this city, where he was a scil >ol 
teacher, and iris law preceptor wa* W illiam 
W irt, a child of poor German parents at 
Bladensburg.

Bladensburg, such as the Suit*, used still to 
swear that W illiam W irt was the roil of 
General 
W ashington because they 
had 
never known any ability to conin out of the 
Germ an fam ily to which W irt belonged 
except iii his one case, < Iddly enough, when 
an imputation of tins kind is made against 
a man everybody begins to trace a like­ 
ness to his supposed progenitor, an't I can 
never look at W illiam xvirt’s face without 
thinking of General W ashington. General 
W ashington s secretary. Tobias Lear, who 
cam e from Portsm outh, N. IL, inhabited 
the house in this city on G street, near tho 
new Stato Departm ent, which W illiam 
W irt afterw ard lived in, and there, it is 
said by old people here. Mr. Lear cut his 
throat, though you can see no mention of Hie 
fact either in the newspapers of that day, 
nor iii any sketch of Mr. Lear’s life, such as 
appeared in the G ranite State M onthly some. 
veals ago. 
J think there is no doubt about 
the fact th at Mr. Lear com m itted suicide. 
His political enem ies said it w’as because lie 
bad 
C h eated G e n e ra l W a s h in g to n o f H is 
L e tte r s 
and sold them over to W ashington’s politi­ 
cal enemies, w hile others say th at there 
w as a detail ation suspected in the public 
departm ent where 
Lear was 
employed 
wiien he died. 
From the review I have made and from 
other inform ation it is clear th at i.o person 
acquired property as th e President of tho 
Unite I States in til is D istrict between Gen­ 
eral W ashington aud Grover Cleveland. 
G eneral G rant took a lot here and was 
about to build a residence, but lie never 
carried his idea into effect, as he was de­

chased. in 
what lie supposed to he Ids 
day of prosperity, a handsome residence, 
which is now his w ife’s home. 
Ho did not

everything in b 's h story except his so­ 
called financial life and tho term lie spent 
at the W est Point M ilitary Academy. Had 
his fam ily placed his body in the District 
of Columbia it would have been monu­ 
mentalized in a very handsome style be­ 
fore the present day. 
Mr. Lincoln, also, 
should have been buried here, where his 
real history was lived, instead of be ag 
taken back to .Springfield for burglars to 
speculate upon Dis bones aud sculptors to 
m ise over this pathetic lifo tremendous in­ 
signia of conquerors’ cannon, etc.

Reminiccenoes of the Time When an 


Outlaw Met a J ust Death. 


[St. Haul Globe.] 
The day* of stage robbing are alm ostover 
in the Hooky m ountain region, and it is but 
once or twice a year th at even an attem pt 
is made bv the highwaymen in the whole 
si retch of country w hich extends from the 
Horeorros, near tile New M exican southern 
boundary, t * the northern boundary line of 
Montana. The railways have taken tho 
treasure box trom the stage boot to the less 
easily attacked express m essenger’s safe in 
Hic strong car of tho sw iftly moving train. 
T ile onward inarch of civilization, too, has 
driven before it into tho land of disappear­ 
ance tile bold 
hold-up, along with tho 
buffalo and tho 
uncontrolled 
redskin. 
Bu t some of tho men who scarcely more 
tDun a decade ago “threw down” tho six- 
siiooter or the deadly W inchester on the 
driver and sto'd the passengers uh in a row 
w ith (lands up are to Le found, and they no. 
intr** ninth" become tongue loosened bv 
Hie cheerful glass, and tell of tho good days 
gone by with a gusto that is not altogether 
m int,ogled with regret. 
XV hi ie, of a neces­ 
sity, not one of them will own to b is owu 
connection with any one of these roadside 
experience, the w ay in which they relate 
the m iniit * im idem * and the vividness of 
mommy they display set ut rest much doubt 
that they were there.

men who did that boldly desperate and 
bloody piece of work, but recently in Hie 
penitentiary at Lincoln, and th at Duck w a?, 
serving out his life sentence with apparent 
philosophy and was in good health. 
“ Yes. Hank said. “Duck is the only one 
of them fellers as was evet- botched, though 
i've henna tell that two more wa* killed 
out in Arizony for another job. 
Most all 
the dust was got, though,” and he mused 
quite a tim e before he said anything more. 
The Canyon Springs stage robbery was 
about the last of any note, and the desperate 
fight that occurred, resulting in the killing 
of Scott Davis. Gail Hill, two guards of the 
treasure box, .Jean H ill, tho driver, and one 
of the highwaymen, who was not identified 
-a ll followed by the pursuit of Goodell— 
served to frighten oven the robbers, who in­ 
fested the roadway, from the line. 
The stage was coming south from Dead­ 
wood with 
the 
heaviest 
treasure box 
that hail been sent over the road for 
several 
weeks. 
T here 
was $13,000 in 
gold dust. about -12000 in currency aud 
quito a snug fortune iii 
nuggets. 
The 
road 
had 
been carefully watched 
for 
several days bv advance messengers of the 
ext ress uiul stage companies, and tlio tim e 
of tile departure of the coach postponed 
once, lint I it wa* supposed that the coast 
was clear. The danger, it, was naturally 
concluded, would be at the narrow pas­ 
sages. away from the stock stations. Can­ 
yon Spring-: station was not thought of, be­ 
cause the stooktender there was a careful 
man, tho log station was in a sightly place, 
with a few 
trees on Hie other side of Hie 
road and a buncli of tim ber some little dis­ 
tance below that. 
ru e messengers 
despatched 
with the 
treasure were the only o u upants of the 
coach except the driver. They were picked 
men who knew the road and were known 
t>, lie botti fearless and brave to a fault. 
Due of them now lives 
in Cheyenne— 
Captain Sm ith. 
Ho was one of the most 
daring and intrepid of the artillery officers 
in tho Union arm y, ami won promotion to a 
full captaincy by his many hard-fought bat­ 
tles. Tho other two were Gail Hill and 
Scott Davis. 
Un Ute box was Jean Hall, 
who had faced the agents who had stopped 
coaches before. 
It was higli noon when the stage whirled 
up to the station. 
O utlie trip thus far no 
ind kationsof difficulty had been observable. 
Down in the little canyon below the d e si­ 
st ream murmured along peacefully. The 
birds were singing in the trees along its 
banks. The sun was shining warmly out of 
a sky of such a blue as is seen only in the 
peerless dome of Naples and along tile base 
of the great back! one of this continent. 
Hall slacked his lilies, chirruped to his four 
blooded horses, and called cheerily to the 
stock tender, who had not appeared, (tw as 
Hie failure of the tender to come out as the 
stage approached his stable which first 
excited tho messengers* 
attention, 
and 
they cocked their guns, hut more by force 
of habit of w atchfulness than otherw ise, so 
peaceful was the scene. 
Hall threw down 
the ribbons, and then for the fated stage 
and all of its occupants but one Ute sky 
grew (lark. 
Through chinks of tho logs of the stable 
five gleam ing rifle barrels poked forth; a 
stern command, "Get. out and hold up!” 
came, and sim ultaneously the fire lia-fied 
from every muzzle. Hall was killed ; clio 
of the bullets struck Davis in the breast and 
tho other three w ent through the coach. 
Wounded though ho w. s. fatally, Davis 
sprang out of the opposite side of the coach. 
H ill followed him . aud both gait to two 
trees neat the roadside. Sm ith threw him ­ 
self in tho bottom of tho coacli and fired. In 
a second more, it seemed, the live W inches­ 
ters in the spoke again. This volley was 
answered by tile rifles of tho three messen­ 
gers and the tight to tile death waged ter­ 
ribly. 
So fast and effective was the lire 
from tho guardians of the coacli aud its 
treasure th ai the outlaw s’ fire was well 
nigh silenced. Then Davis fell from behind 
his tree, blood stream ing from bari a dozen 
ghastly holes, and an instant later Hill 
staggered from his shelter, a death wound 
in bis throat and one arm broken, fired once 
with his other arm holding the gun and fell, 
face down, in the dust. Sm isli had craw led 
out of tire coach amt was shooting from 
beneath it. 
But when fie saw th at ho 
was alone to tare tho volleys from Hie 
smok ng guns, scarce 20 
feet away, ho 
made a spring th at carried him over the 
road, and ran. rolled and tum bled down 
through the brush to the tim ber at the 
creek. 
As he gained his equilibrium ho 
em ptied his rifle at Hie enemy and then 
sped for his life, with the bullets whizzing 
after him. 
Three men cam e out of the stage station 
and assisted one another. One was after­ 
ward found dead at tho heels of a horse 
th at had also bern killed. 
Tho robbers 
then rifled the* stage, broke open Hie iron 
elm(, took Hie money and valuables and 
tied, carrying the wounded outlaw with 
them . The dead one they took all marks 
of identification from and left him lying 
tlierc*. 
The only survivor of tho 
messengers 
travelled ove: Hie rocks and through the 
brusli by a circuitous route as fast as lie could 
run and walk, until lie again reached the 
road, and then hurried on to the next sta­ 
tion. where the up stage soon arrived. 
W hen tho reinforcem ents 
tints 
secured 
readied the scene of tho light, although as 
fast as running horses could carry .tm rn. 
Hie rubbers had been gone three hours. The 
stooktender was found on his hack under 
his bunk. bound and gagged so that ho 
could n ither stir nor m ake * sound. He 
related that, the road agents had come on 
him early the morning before, and had 
overpowered him without a chance of re- 
s stance. Then they made all their prepara- 
ti* its for their deadly work as system ati­ 
cal y aa if. as was doubtless the case, tho 
plans were for weeks concocted. 
Tlio history of the pursuit, of a long and 
fruitless chase 
toward Montana, un or­ 
ganized detective effort and the capture of 
Goodell in Nebraska six months afterw ard 
is amply recoiled . Of tile stolen money 
about $ Shoo was found near North P latte; 
more was unearthed near what is now 
known as Yan Vassell’s, on Hie Wyoming 
Eastern line. About $6000 was never re­ 
covered. Goodell stoutly claim ed, and does 
still, that he was only an accom plice, and 
was not at Ute scene of the robbery at Hie 
tim e. As the stocktender did not see all 
the highwaymen, he could only swear that 
he believed Goodell to be one of them. 
T he grim humor of some of these early- 
day road agon s was proverbial. 
A few 
months before the Canyon Springs robbery 
a coach, on which was Ju dge Beach, then 
United M ates attorney of U ta h : Joh n Lucas 
of Lucas A' McNamara, and W illiam Hib­ 
bard, now of Denver, was held up a t Cold 
Springs, 12 mites north of this place.

YERKES BACKS DOWN.

C hicago—M ayor Roche Feared th a t

C hicag o, Oct. 14,—A fter ne, hours of con­ 
tinuous labor Mayor Roche brought the big 
street car strike to a settlem ent todav. 
Tho W est Side men m et in an angry mood 
last night. They said th at they had been 
deceived by Mr. Ycrkes, wire had induced 
them to g o to w iqk again on Saturday by a 
promise to settle his difference with the 
North Side men. and then had broken 
his promise. 
They 
voted 
unanimously 
a t2 o’clock this morning to tie up the W est 
Side roads at 6. 
In Hie nick of tim e, how­ 
ever, the Mayor sent tin earnest appeal to 
the m eeting to withhold action for one more 
day, as ho wa* confident of settling the 
strike. 
A com m ittee was sent at once t<» 
m eet the Mayor, though it was then :: 
o’clock in tho m orning. 
Mr. Yerkes was 
called into tho conference at IO. 
The Mayor insisted with great emphasis 
th at the strike m ust be settled. He drove 
Mr. Yerkes from one objection to another, 
and finally forced him by vehemence and 
persistence to agree to these term s: All the 
North Bido strikers wore to go back to 
work. 
Tire system of operating Hie cat s 
called tho "set car” system was to be abol­ 
ished, by which m eans the men s hours 
would be shortened 
from 
lo 
and 
18 
to 12; wagqp were to be increased riper 
cent. 
Lyman J. Gage, president of the 
First National 
Bank, was 
to 
exam ino 
Y erkes’ books and see th at tho men got 
th eir increase, 
i ho new mon were. to he 
retained. Tho old men, beyond the num ber 
sufficient to run tire regular cars, were to 
go on Hie eiftra list, and lie given regular 
runs again a* fast as possible. These con­ 
cessions are not jnsr what tire men de­ 
manded, hut as the principal objects of tho 
strike wore the doing away of tho ‘ set car” 
system and increase of wages the men 
thought they had wen a substantial victory. 
The Mayor fairly compelled him to accept. 
The reason for tire Mayor’s great interest 
in Hie m atter was this: The Republican 
leaders of Hie State last week took alarm 
over the strike. They were confidently told 
th at every day tire strike lasted m eant 
Dem ocratic votes and every tim e tire police 
clubbed a man rn the crowd tho Republican 
tick et lost ground. On Saturday they told 
the Mayor that Hie strike must be ended 
without delay. Mr. Yerkes is associated in 
the street car syndicate with Stephen lf. 
Elkins. Mr. W idener of Philadelphia anti 
other Republicans, and these gentlem en are 
also said to have used 
their influence 
directly to induce him to agree to peace. 
Governor Palm er’s campaign for gover­ 
nor on tho D em ocratic 
ticket is based 
against the em ploym ent of private detec­ 
tives ity clul> people during strikes. This is 
ju st w hat Yerkes was doing, and that is 
wtiv the strike was. m aking D em ocratic 
votes. 
W hile tire conference wa* going on, a riot 
occurred a lo u t h alf a m ile away, at tire 
corner of Markel street and Chicago ave­ 
nue. Tire sight of three North S id e cars 
close together, and guarded bv police, find 
caused a crowd of 300 or 400 men and boys 
to assem ble at tire street corner. 
W hen tire 
patrol wagon lending Ute first car had 
paused, the mob made a rush and closed in 
on the imported conductor ami driver of 
th e second car. 
Tho police on tho car were 
being overpowered, and a resort to revol­ 
vers was 
im m inent, 
when 
Lieutenant 
Brenan. witlfifiO officers, cam e around tire 
corner on the double-quick. 
Clubs were 
freely used, and many of Hie mob got away 
with broken heads. 
S ix of tire leaders 
were arrested.

There are large num bers of people, chiefly 
those who have not thought much about 
it, who honestly believe that high tariffs 
make high wages. 
All the considerations of com m onsense, 
all tire conclusions of scientific thought, all 
the weight of authority, ail the teachings 
of experience, point tho other way. 
But tho 
false idea th at tariffs can improve wages has 
been so persistently dinned into the ears of 
tho people, that many of them believe it: 
just as people universally used to believe 
iii w itchcraft; not that they ever had anv 
reason to bol et c iii it. but th at it had been 
generally accepted aaa fact aud few thought 
of questioning it. 
Form ally years powerful interests have 
bi on tor selfish reasons spreading abroad 
tire idea that tire higher wages paid iii this 
country are in some way the result of the 
to rill, and th at tariff reduction would re­ 
duce xvages. 
There is not tho slightest 
foundation for t ilia idea; indeed, it is the 
vet > reverse of tire tru th : hut it has been 
so persistently advertised, so to say, th at 
millions believe iii it, ju st as m illions will 
believe in any other well-adx ertised hum ­ 
bug. 
Tins notion (an only ho believed in by 
tlio.se xvho forget that wages have always 
been higher In this e uutry, alike under 
high tariffs, loxv tariffs and no tariff at all. 
Aret even if it were true, tho M ills bill, 
which embodies all that tho Dem ocratic 
party iias proposed, still leaxa s duties more 
than high enough to cover any possible 
difference in wages between this country 
and England. 
Tho fact, that tho protected monopolists 
desperately oppose th e Dem ocratic party’s 
attempt to reduce tho tariff, even though 
the Mills bill leaves tho tariff much higher 
than would offset the difference iii wages 
between this country aud Europe, shows 
that the monopolists’ solicitude for the 
poor laborer is all a fraud. 
W hat they 
really want is protection for their own 
robber-like profits, not for their w orking­ 
men, xv hose wages they are glad to reduce 
whenever they think they can do so w ith­ 
out provoking a strike. 
The Republican high protection w riters 
and speakers are fond of sneering at all 
who 
differ 
with 
them , 
calling 
them 
"theorists.” 
Bu t the high protection peo­ 
ple are the real “theorists” in tho objection­ 
able sense of th at word. They have, or pre­ 
tend to have, a “theory” that high proton- 
Hon m akes h git wages, trod they coolly 
ignore or brazenly deny any fact which 
does not fit their theory. 
This is wliv they have so much to say 
about England and so littio about tire other 
nations of the earth. 
W ages are a little lower m England than 
hero; and tho high protection people alo 
never tired of ascribing this difference to 
tire difference in tariff policy. 
B u t England is not the only country in 
tho world. 
lf 
the 
theory 
that 
high 
protection 
m akes high wages is true, xvhat country 
should we expect to find paying the highest 
wages? 
W hy, China. 
China has the highest protective system 
iii the world, and Chinese wages are the 
loxvest iii the xvorld. 
W hat is tho natural inference from this? 
Is it not th at high protection m akes low 
wages? 
It 
m ay he objected to this inference 
Hint China, too, is but one country, 
Y’ery 
w ell; so is tho United States. 
Tire infer­ 
ence drawn from the exam ple of China, 
th at high protection m akes low wages, is 
at least as fair as tire inference which tire 
Republicans ask us to draw 
from tire 
exam ple of this country, th at high tariffs 
m ake high wages. 
Bu t let us look at tire wages paid in high 
protection countries other than the Guiled 
States and China. 
Germ any and Franco havo high protec­ 
tion, England and Belgium havo w hat is 
comm only called free trade. The Mills bill 
is not a free trade bill, but the comparison 
between these four countries is interesting 
to Am ericans, as utterly disproving the 
theory th at high protection m akes high 
wages. 
, 
lf tho high protection theory Is true,w e 
should 
certainly expect to find xvages 
higher in tho two protectionist countries 
than in the two free trade countries. Tire 
other 
conditions 
of 
Germany, Franco, 
Belgium and England are about tho same, 
viz., as to clim ate, fertility, area, popula­ 
tion and intelligen ce; so that a comparison 
bctxvoen them xviii be much fairer than 
between England and America, where these 
conditions are widely different. 
The figures we are about to (mote are not 
taken from any English, free trade or tariff 
reform authority. 
They xviii be found on 
page 2388, volume 2. of the report of the 
I lilted States tariff commission. This was 
a body appointed by President A r t h u r e x ­ 
pressly to investigate the tariff question. 
It was composed exclusively of Republicans 
and high protectionists, and sat for mouths 
taking expert evidence.

Is not the inference xx'oll-nigh irresistible 
th at high tariffs m ake low wages and low 
tariffs high wages? 
If wages are higher in tho United States 
than anywhere e se, in spite of our high 
tariff, is it not clear that th e cause lies 
somewhere in our boundless natural re­ 
sources, that are not yet monopolized by a 
landed aristocracy such as curses the old 
countries? These natural resources would 
remain even though tire M ills bill should 
become a law. ami our higher xvages would 
rem ain xviih them. 
It would not be right to say. as some 
D em ocrats 
do, that 
high 
tariffs 
havo 
nothing to do With wages. They have. 
They reduce the purchasing 
power of 
xvages aud reduce the wages. 


W A G E S AND T A R IF F S , 


H o w W in o * H a v e In c re a se d in E n g ­ 
la n d E n d e r F re e T ra d e . 
Yesterday we showed that allo v er the 
world tho general fact is that high wages 
go with low tariffs and loxv wages with 
high tariffs. 
T he U nited States is tho only prominent 
exception to th is rule, and th at it is an ex ­ 
ception is undoubtedly due to the great n at­ 
ural resources of this country, and the com­ 
parative freedom xvith which labor can em ­ 
ploy itself ou land—that being the ultim ate 
determ lnator of wages. 
In other words, wages are higher in the 
United States not because ot our high tariff, 


hut in spite of it. 
They xxonld be higher 
still if the tariff were reduced, and besides, 
thev would have greater purchasing power. 
Before xx e proceed to explain why this is, 
and to clear away w hat remains of tire faire 
notion th at high tariffs mak * high wages, 
let us see how the abandonment of tho high 
protective policy Has affected wages in 
England. 
The high-proteclion orators and journals 
in this country always ask us to compare 
the high xvages received hero witli the 
som ew hat lower wages received by work­ 
ingmen in England. "T h ere,” they exclaim , 
“is w hat protection has done for this coun­ 
try am! w hat free trade has done for Eng­ 
land.” 
B u t anv man with h alf an eye can see 
that th at comparison is not a fair one. 
There are a hundred other circum stances 
in which the two countries differ, such as 
area, 
population, intelligence, inventive 
skill, landlordism, royalty, standing army, 
etc., any one of which, and not the differ­ 
ence rn tariff, may bo the real cause of the 
higher wages ruling in this country. T hat 
sumo one of 
them , 
or 
some com bina­ 
tion 
of 
thorn'. 
is 
tire 
real 
cause is 
conclusively proved by the undisputed fact 
that wages always have I cen higher in this 
country than in England, alike under high 
tariffs, low tariffs and no tariff at all. 
ltis 
an ominous tact for high protection th at 
tho superiority of this country in the m atter 
of wages 
has 
steadily 
and notorie-nsly 
diminished under tile present tariff, so that 
the difference iii wages is less now than 
ever before. 
Any one-can sco that the true nnri fair 
comparison is not between this country and 
England, but between Lnglanri as sire was 
under high protection and England us *ho 
is under tire opposite policy. 
Here are a few figures on that sulked, 
tak< ii from "M iscellaneous Statistics of the 
United Kingdom ” and F o r t Kids “Progress 
of the Nation.” 
Since tire policy of high protection wa* dis­ 
carded in tire United Kingdom the weekly 
wages of carpenters have increased from 14 
shillings to 20 shillings, an increase of So 
percent. 
T he wages of English bricklayers 
have increased so p o r cent., masons GU per 
cont., pattern weavers r>f> per cent., atli r 
we avers (women) 115 per cent., other weav­ 
ers (iii n) 150 per cent., xx tapers and beam ­ 
er*, 58 per cent. Tire wages of children 
employed in spinning in England have in­ 
creased from I shillings a week to over 11 
skillings. 
This is the xray th e ’discarding of high 
protection lias "ruined” England. 
It hits 
increased wages in nearly every line of in 
dustry. 
And throughout the length and 
breadth of Great B ritain you can hardly 
find a workingm an who is "cran k ” enough 
to wish to go back to the system of high 
protection. 
This country has never been a servile 
im itator of England, and it never xviii ho. 
the dudes aud Anglomaniacs to the con­ 
trary notw ithstanding. 
Bul that is no rim 
son why, if England has a good thing, xve 
should not have it too, or as much of It as 
will suit our needs. I upland has no monop­ 
oly of economic common sense, and it is 
idle and foolish to obieet to a m ild measure 
of tariff reduction in this country merely 
I ecauso England tins a kind of half hearted 
free trade 
lf this country had always ad­ 
hered to the silly idea of depriving itself of 
everything that England happens to get 
hold of first, there never would have been a 
railroad or a locomotive in this country. 
But really England got lier ideas of tariff 
reform from tire t ai ted States. 
Nettlier President Cia x i i xvr>, nor the 
Dem ocratic party, nor tire. Mills Dill, asks 
tire American people to plunge in.o fred 
trade. They have only proposed free trade 
iii a very f> xv lead ng raw m aterials, like 
wool, tin plate and 
hunt er, and upon a 
number of com paratively unim portant arti­ 
cles like ju te, indigo, borax, rattans, etc. 
It is a very m oderate and cautious experi­ 
ment that tho .Mills bill proposes. 
B u t cau­ 
tious as it is, tho protected trusts and mo­ 
nopolies bitterly oppose it. They dare not 
let the people have a taste of the benefits of 
tariff reform. 
It is for the people to say, next month, 
xvlrether monopoly shall have its way. Tire 
election of C i.k v k i.a n p xviii he tire triumph 
of the people; the election of H a r r iso n 
would be the triumph of monopoly.

H ig h IVngox W a n te d th a t WHI H av e

A few years ago, when the ‘‘greenback 
craze” xvas in full hlossom .it used to ne a 
favorite assertion among tire advocates of 
fiat money th at high wages were. neverthe­ 
less, an advantage to the workingman, even 
lf under an inflated currency tho purchas­ 
ing power of wages did decrease in tire 
same proportion that the xvages increased. 
Their m ethod of argum ent xvas quite 
simple. 
We xviii suppose, they said, th at a m an’s 
present wages are $6 a week, aud his nec­ 
essary cost of living $3 a week. This leaves 
him a m argin of savings of $ t a week. 
Now, double his wages anil decrease their 
purchasing power in the sam e proportion, 
and xve have xvages $12, cost of living $<>— 
leaving a m argin of savings of $6. 
Repeat 
tire process, aud wo have xvages. $24 ; cost 
of living, $ 1 2 ; savings, $12, and so on. 
Tliis increased margin of savings was by 
some called? ti “m argin of discretion,’’ by 
which xvas m eant that there xvas a larger 
Hold of attraction to induce tho saving 
workingman to exercise self-denial, and so 
accum ulate a handsome fund for inturn in­ 
vestment in a homo or in tho tools of inde­ 
pendent industry, 
it xvas said th at it stim ulated such work­ 
ingmen as chose to dispense with super­ 
fluous things to do so. bv reason of its size, 
ex-en if it was an inflated margiu.

in relative size on tho elephant as he turned 
on the poxver of the glass. 
But. singularly enough, we find some of 
these Republicans today using tho very 
same argum ent, upon which they turned 
such scorn and ridicule a few years ago. 
Being driven to tho wall to disprove tire 
verdict of unim peachable facts and figures 
snch as xve have produced in these columns, 
showing th at when balanced by their pur­ 
chasing power wages iii "free trade” Eng­ 
land exceed thoso of any high-protcction 
country in Europe, and are equal to Amer­ 
ican xvages m nearly all the pet protected 
industries, they tty off like the old green- 
batkers and cry, "W ell, high xvages are an 
adx anlage to tire workingman, anyxvav, 
ii respective of any considerations of their 
purchasing pow er!”

The Dem ocratic party w ant high xvages 
th at shall stand for honest money, and not 
an inflated wage-rate which is a cheat 
when tested by its poxver to buy anything. 
The Republican party, after all its ridi­ 
cule of fiat money, is now posing as the 
party of fiat xvages. 
W ill this empty sham deceive intelligent 
w orkingm en? 
W ill they be cheated by a hollow hall 
w ith big figures gilded on it, or xviii they 
take boid of the thing intelFgcnU y and 
find out w hether it is solid inside?

sture. and caring less. W hether m arriage i 
he a fa 'hire or not. they m ean to try it. and j 
the sooner the better. More thau 100,800 | 
young pien go to their stores as clerics, a t 8 
o’clock in the m orning, returning to their 
boarding houses by 7 in the evening, tired 
out. fagged, listless, w th nothing before 
them but billiards, cards, barrooms, or the 
theatre. It will not I e pretended th a t these 
young women or these young m en are edu­ 
cated. or likely ever to becom e so. The 
ordinary m inister understands th e tenets of 
his denom ination, can run back along the 
line of the centuries, jum ping th e apocry­ 
phal period, u u t.I he reaches th e fountain 
of the Christian r d gioti. quite content with 
the obvious argum ents, pro and con..utterly 
uninform ed, beyond the ordinary intelli- 
i ern e common to us all. as to geology, as­ 
tronomy, exact science of any sort, or kind 
And how m any physicians keep abreast of- 
the m archings of tho age? Lawyers are 
com pelled to study car- fully codes and pre­ 
cedents, th at they may becom e,not learned, 
hut sharp u th eir several specialties tor law, 
like m edic.ne and religion, has its divisions 
mid subdivisions, in each and all of which 
specialties they study aud practice th a t they 
m ay become experts. 
JAH m e give you an illustration.

I am . This sentence formed the corner­ 
stone to the philosophy ol one of the ablest 
thinkers. The fact that we are conscious 
of our own existence, th at we can think 
about ourselves, m akes m an the rational 
be ng lie is. It is strange that* we are able 
to perceive a world surrounding us. m yriads 
of things that are co-existent 
w ith us, 
and still we cannot 
perceive ourselves, 
lf 
it 
were

flection that, stares at us from tho limpid 
w aters of a brook, from the polished surface 
of a m etal, or from the foiled plane of the 
m irror, we would not know of our own per­ 
sonal appearance; and still w ithin us there 
I is a force that thinks and wills, that reasons 
and determ ines, th at resolves and acts; a 
force th at in a monologue speaks to itself 
and says to itself. “I am .” 
The m ystery of our inner life has never 
been solved,: nd perhaps never wo I. Itlia?

w here one photograph of her calm , intelli­ 
gent 
face is sold, a thousand pictures 
of lith woman who insults her sex. who 
traverses the propriety of even low society. 
will be readily purchased, .such works as 
this Library of A m erican L iterature, em ­ 
balm ing the best thoughts, the noblest 
efforts of a nation’s century, are an honor 
to the ago, and should be a crown of ever­ 
lasting laurel to their aut hors. I ako Apple­ 
ton’s current series of Am erican Bb grabby. 
W h y .it is absolutely rich in inform ation. 
Do you buy th at? lf you go into your 
study, or your parlor, do you find your chil­ 
dren 
looking thiough 
the 
dictionary? 
Reading Dickens? Enjoying Thackeray? 
Absorbed iii Scott? Are tire young people 
of your lionres reading George Eliot and 
Kingsley aud Stowe and Collins and Read©, 
and do they find them selves interested in 
books of travel, in stories of adventure, 
in records of tho w ars of 
the 
age 
in 
which they live? Have they got as far 
as Froude or as H um e? Do they care for 
N athaniel H aw thorne? Are they interested 
in the stories of W ashington, of Franklin, 
of Moss? Do they know or care anything 
w hatever about this trem endous continent 
with its m ineral w ealth? Can they tell you 
aught of the great nam es w hich illustrate 
th e several decades im portant and s'gni- 
ficant during th e past 50 year-? Did they 
ever hear of 
Charles aud M ary Lamb? 
Gould they tell you e\ en who Victor Hugo 
was, and yet, w hile "no” m ust be given to 
all these questions, w hat a crum bling edge 
it is of th a t vast m ountain of inform ation, 
packed itself w ith treasures so rich th at an 
eternity of study could not suffice to com­ 
prehend it all. 
Back again to P alm er’s T heatre. 
Look at the French actors, who think no 
more of talking to Am ericans in the E ng­ 
lish language th an of ordering claret in 
th eir own vernacular. Come into th e foyer, 
w here dudes sm oke their dirty cigarettes, 
m aking th e atm osphere, already heavy, 
unbearable to the women and self-respect­ 
ing men. who w ait until they get home 
before they indulge in th eir sm all vices. 
See the Germ an and tire Frenchm an and 
the American standing, talking. Both the 
G erm an and tho Frenchm an speak, not 
atone their own language, but English. 
They are perfectly com petent to talk to 
each other in French, but they m ust talk 
to th e Am erican in English, because he 
understands neither French nor German. 
Exceptions? Oh, of course there are excep­ 
tions. There are 
E d u c a t e d M en a n d E d u c a t e d W o m e n , 
I speak now of the common run of man. 
I speak now of nineteen-tw entieths of every 
church congregation, of every theatre au­ 
dience. They can understand th e English 
language, and nothing else. The congrega­ 
tions w ant sensational sermons, and the au­ 
diences want sensational plays, w ith a view 
of legs throw n in. and the less clothes the 
better. Clothes, by the way. are the all im ­ 
portant m atter. To Jane blading’* inter­ 
pretation of Claire the newspapers give a 
paragraph. To .Jane Hading''s clothes the 
newspapers give colum ns. T hat particu­ 
larly offensive illustration of the clothes- 
horse dram a, Mrs, Potter, recently arrived 
from Europe, and reporters were sent to in­ 
terview 
her. 
Heaven 
kiTows 
why, 
I don’t. 
W hat 
did 
she 
talk 
about?

novelties 
in 
any 
intelligent, 
sensible line? Had she seen great m en and 
women? Had she travelled in any interest­

interesting thought .’ 
Not at all. 
She was 
to m ake her appearance m a new role, for 
w hich she had so m any dresses of such and 
such a cut, and they cost so m any dollars! 
Another. 
Mrs. Langtry arrived a day or 
two ago. accom panied by Freddy, a dog, two 
m aids, 29 trunks and several portm anteaus. 
W hat did she have to tell us, com ing from a 
historic soil, of which she is a native! 
Did 
she bring news of the Queen? Had she any. 
thing to tell of the agitations in that ever- 
ierinenting land? 
No, sue sim ply had to 
say th a t she had 29 trunks full of new 
messes, aud the newspapers had columns 
to give her in which to describe the cut, the 
finish, the texture and the cost. 
W hat are newspapers for? 
Obviously to iurm sh to readers the style 
and kind of inform ation they w ant. W hat 
are cooks for? To serve th eir m asters, and 
to prepare for their palates such tem pting 
dishes as will satisfy their taste. Suppose, 
having ordered roast veal for dinner, your 
cook should corno in and rem onstrate, on 
the ground th a t roast veal was indigestible. 
Suppose the newspapers w ere to tell tire 
tru th about Mrs. P otter’s acting as abso­ 
lutely as they do about bur silks and her 
satins and her furbelows? No intelligent 
com m unity can be satisfied w ith the sensa­ 
tionalism of the press today. 
No people 
can claim to be an educated nation which 
contents itself with stop instead of beef, 
w ith the putricities rath er th an the solidi­ 
ties 
of 
tire 
literary 
table. 
Men, who 
form erly 
indulged 
iii 
pipes 
and 
cigars, now pose 
the 
delicately-turned 
cigarette in th eir um ctostenched finger-. 
Men who form erly buttoned tire coat of pro­ 
tection over m anly chests and strode along 
in storm , wind and rain and snow, bright­ 
eyed, ruddy-cheeked, tirm-rioslred. today 
wrap their throats all round and round wiili 
silk cravats aud wear soft woolly clrest- 
protectors outside their -birls, and pull up 
over the s Ik cravat the high collar and roll 
down to th e very ground the tails of their 
com fortable ulster and 
w alk along the 
streets shivering 
aud shuddering, their

As we cannot deal and treat w ith any 
form until it is there, until it is horn, until 
it has .sprung into existence: thus we can­ 
not treat w ith thoughts before they have 
risen to the surface. The final result at 
which all philosophies in regard to the 
hum an m ind h ive arrived is that, instead 
of saying we think, we wish, we desire—we 
ought to say it think*, it wishes, it desires.

bow does it happen th at two such men 
D iff e r so W i e l d y in T h o r O p in io n s

Does any one 
do bt their sincerity? is there any ques­ 
tion in regard to their m oral purity? Are 
they not staudiiif on the same level of in­ 
telligence? Still they ditier in their opin­ 
ions in regard to questions which touch the 
m ost vital points of hum an welfare to such 
an extent that no bridge can span the gulf 
th a t stretches between them .

Take up the newspapers, and follow 
therein tire speeches m ade by the leaders of 
antagonistic political parties. How does it

th at they cannot convince each 
other? Each side stands up enthusias­

championed. Each side hopes to increase 
the welfare of tho c o u n ty by legisla­ 
tion form ulated by it. each side w onders iii 
astonishm ent th at the other can rem ain in 
its narrow stubborness atter the case has 
been stared in such clearness and with such 
decisiveness as they have endeavored to lay 
before the country. Is one ol the parties 
not conscientious? 
A mail m ust be a thorough pessimist, a 
thorough disbeliever in the noble qualities 
of men and m ankind, if he should adm it 
for a m om ent tho charges of unfaithfulness 
winch either of the political parties hurls 
into the face of the o.lier. Such distrust 
finds its origin in the surprise th a t others 
seem to 
be 
unable, or 
unw illing, to 
follow our argum entation ; th a t others see 
things in a different light than we do and 
th a t they even do not wish to yield to a con­ 
victive persuasion. 
The danger, as you 
mav see, does not rest in difference of 
are attributed byeach of the different parties 
opinion itself. It rests in the motives which 
to tho other, and an ocean of 
hum an 
blood 
has 
been shed 
during the past 
for the sake ot bringing an opponent to 
reason. As a result of s tell a policy th at 
opinion frequently prevailed which hap­ 
pened to have been defended by the more 
valiant soldier, w hile opinions, no m atter 
how right and boa well founded they were, 
became extinct and obliterated because 
accidentally their defenders were few aud 
feeble. 
Iii regard to religion it is an established 
fact th at there are more differences of opin­ 
ion than in regard to any other of Hie ques­ 
tions t hat stir hum an life. 
It is, therefore, 
not to be wondered that 
P e o p l e F o u g h t fo r R e l i g i o n 
m ore ferociously than for anything else, 
aud th at they were ready to insinuate mo­ 
tives to their opponents which they never 
held, and which were as im plausible as 
were the tenets held and defended on the 
other 
side.

ious intolerance and religious w arfare have 
brought upou hum anity could not tie de­ 
scribed even if. louse tire poetical m etaphor, 
'The ocean were ink and the heavens roils of 
parchm ent.” 
it is therefore tim e for an 
advancing civilization to leave off quarrel­ 
ing. fighting and w arring on account of 
difference ot opinion, ami rather to go back 
to the very source of tire evil and to pene­ 
trate deeper into tire m ystery how it hap­ 
pens that people do differ; how it happens 
th at one beholds the same th in g in adiffer- 
en tlig h tth a n the o th e r; aud ii w eshouldsuc- 
ced in arriving at an explanation we would 
surely gain one great point; we would not 
hold a person responsible when he differs 
itll us, and surely we would not trace his 
unw illingness to accept our definition to 
evil motives. 
I here has been in form er tim es a theory 
afloat th at all thing? have proceeded per­ 
fect I rom the trend of the m aker, amt th at 
they have never undergone an alteration. 
It was said that there was nothing new 
under the s u n : th a t m an is today the same

W a s h i n g t o n , Oct. 10.~Senator Hale to­ 
day 
subm itted 
to the Senate 
a report 
from the special com m ittee to exam ine into 
th ep resen t condition of the civil service. 
The report m akes a printed docum ent of 50 
pages. 
It discusses elaborately the testi­ 
mony taken in New York, Pennsylvania 
and elsewhere, and concludes w ith the fol­ 
lowing general sum m ary; 
The investigations m ade by the com m it­ 
tee, ana the facts therein brought forth, 
establish these tilings beyond controversy: 
1. T hat partisan changes have been made 
in the federal offices in a w holesale way, 
unffer no pretence th a t th e good of the 
public service dem anded such changes, in 
m ost m arked instances, as in Philadelphia, 
Baltim ore, indianapolis 
and New York. 
these changes have been followed by scan­ 
dals in the public service, w hich has been 
rendered less efficient by reason of tire 
changes. 
2. T hat Federal officials throughout the 
country, contrary to the directions of the 
President, as found in his letter of July 14. 
1880, have freely and openly participated 
in 
political 
conventions 
and 
prim ary 
election 
movem ents, 
using 
their 
otti- 
cial 
influence. 
Iii 
Pennsylvania 
the 
entire 
m achinery 
of 
the 
Federal 
.service was put in operation for tho purpose 
of controlling the D em ocratic organization 
iii the State in the interest of the adm in s- 
tratio u ’s force 
as against 
tire 
friends 
of Mr. Randall. 
The State conventions 
were dom inated and controlled by the 
Federal officials, and the chairm anship 
of the State com m ittee was secured by 
th e offices bestowed by the adm inistration 
upon m em bers of the 
com m ittee 
who 
( hanged their allegiance from Mr. Randall 
to the President, in no case does the com­ 
m ittee find that anv Federal officer has been 
disciplined for such interference in polities, 
hut, on the other hand, such interference 
has been repeatedly 
recognized aud re­ 
warded. Tins interference iii some cast s, 
notably at Bingham ton, N. \ \ , was most

Tire com m ittee is persuaded th a t at pres­ 
ent, throughout the country, officeholders 
are being generally assessed and called 
upon to contribute from th eir salaries to 
swell the cam paign funds of the Demo­ 
cratic party.
